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PaKTICCLAKS OP TH9 Shblbtvilin Fight. 
From a gentleman who was in Shelbyville at 
tbe time that Dave Martin made his raid into 
that place, we bare a correct rcrsion of tbe 
affair. Tbe guerillas entered the place at 
bait past 5 o’clock on Friday morning, firing 
at random about tbe streets. They dismount- 
ed, gave their horses to some negro men to 
bold, and advanced on tbe court-h«n3e, 
taking peaceable possession of tbe build- 
iDg. Tbe doors were well barred, and 
in attempting to break them down, 
eonsiderabla difficulty was experienced. 
The noise occasioned by the thumping 
•roused Ur. Thomas 0. McGrath, residing on 
tbe opposite side ot the street. He raised the 
window of bis house, and, with his Henry 
rifle, commenced firing on the scoundrels. 
J. H. Yeacb, a notorious cutthroat, took po- 
sition behind a tree in tbs court-house yard 
and returned tbe fire of Mr. McGrath. Mc- 
Grath watched bis opponent well, and, taking 
advantage of the exposure of his form, levelled 
his gun and fired. The aim was trae, and the 
robber fell and died, shot through the body. He 
was diessed in a Confederate uniform, aside 
from the hat, which was Federal A man 
named Smith, residing near Christiansbnrg 
was also shot in the court house yard and 
died there. He was dressed in a Federal uni- 
form. Sooa after the firing commenced, 
John H. Maeonheimer, an old discharged 
soldier from the 15th Kentucky volunteers, 
stepped ont into the street, and, Without at- 
empting to shield his form, in the most oool 
and deliberate manner took (aim with 
his Henry rifle and fired in rapid suc- 
cession at the guerillas. A negro min 
bolding the horses was mistaken for one of 
the cutthroats, and the same ball from Mr. 
Masonheimer’s rifle killed him and two 
horses. The guerillas acted in the most cow- 
ardly manner, as they rushed from the court- 
house and made a hasty skedaddle from tbe 
town, being frightened away by two men 
alone. Five horses were killed and four cap- 
tured. A man named Dale, who joined the 
guerilla band at Boston, was fatally wound- 
ed. His horse fell in the road with 

him and died, abont a quarter of a 
mile front the town. Dale was picked np 
and carried into a house near by, where he 
died in lees than half an hour. He was shot 
in the hand and through the body. The 
thieves thought to make an easy capture of 
Shelbyville and plunder the homes, but they 
were sadly mistaken. Martin’s family reside 
in the place, and he rode within ten feet of his 
own door. The guerillas were much demor- 
alised in their ront, and retreated in several 
directions. It is thought that they will con- 
centrate near Cbrietiansbnrg. The citiaens 
of Shelbyville are always prepared to extend 
to them a warm welcome. 



Papal Doccvnnt* — The Monde gives the 
following accoant of the various documents 
leaned by the Pontifical government: "The 
Holy See retains in its documents the vener- 
ated forms which have been handed down to 
It for centuries. It has the Bull, the Brief, the 
Latin Letter, tbe Chirograph, and the Re- 
script. The Ball is on gray parchment, with 
a leaden seal, sub plumbo, dated in the old 
Roman style of the Calends, Idee, and Hones, 
written in Gothic characters and with abbre- 
viations; the vowels are frequently omitted, 
and the adverbs and particles have conventional 
signs. One page can contain a great quantity 
of matter. The Brief is on white parchment 
with a seal in red ink ; it bears the formula 
tub annuls piseatoris, is dated according to the 
calendar, and is more frequently signsd by the 
Cardinal Secretary of Briefs than by the Pope, 
Tbe Latin Letter is on white paper, dated like 
the Brief, bears a seal of red wax with the 
arms of the Pope, who signs it, and has for 
formula, Datum Romce apud S. Petruus, etc. 
All these documents are in Latin. Tbe Chi- 
rograph is freqnently in Italian, and re- 
quires to be registered by a notary, for it is 
considered as a private act of the pontiff, and 
the authenticity of it cannot be left to open 
dispute. The Rescript is the reply made by 
the Pope, by the Cardinal, or by the secretary 
of a congregation, oa the margin or on the 
back of a petition or consultation.” 

tOT A joint stock company has been 
formed in London called the "Chrystal Sani- 
tarium Company.” This company proposes 
to do nothing less than to cover in with glass 
a large area of ground “and to preserve 
therein an equable temperature, similar to 
Madeira; to bniid residences having commu- 
nication with tbegronnds so inclosed, and to 
lay out the interior in tbe most attractive 
form of ISndscape gardening, with the traits 
and foliage suitable to a climate like Madeira.” 
It is mentioned in its prospectus, that, with 
these views, a beautiful property, consisting 
of a mansion and park of abont 140 acres, 
flitnated only a few miles from London, has 
been provisionally obtained. There is to be a 
hotel, and, in addition, suites of apartments 
ad residences are to be let famished. A 
number of respectable names figure as di- 
rectors. Tbe capital is £250,000 in £25 shares

g@-The death is announced of Lady Mary 
Fox, second daughter of the late William IV. 
and Mrs. Jordan. The late Lady Mary Fox 
was born in 1798, and married, in 1824, Lient. 
Gen. Fox, a natural son of the late Lord Hol- 
land, and Accountant General of the Duchy 
of Lancaster. 

WT At the special election at Laaven worth 
oily, last Monday, the people decided by an 
almost unanimous vote to tax themeelves 
$250,000 to aid in building the western branch 
of the N orth Mbamri Railroad. 

A Cold Wiutbb Coming— M r. O. L. Flint, 
Secretary ot tbe Massachusetts Board of Agri- 
culture, prophesies that next winter will be 
one of unusual severity. Mr. Flint remarks: 
The oa* winter of 1864 preceded a summer 
marked by a sore and long continued drouth 
in July and August. In 1748 the drouth 
was intense in New England, and this sum- 
mer was followed by so hard a winter that the 
suffering was intense. In 1749 there wa»M- 
— ‘tSr "melancholy time;” the winter follow- 
ing, "long and dreary;” and the summer of 
1762 accompanied by a drouth of terrible 
severity. 

He aleo cites the drouth of 1854 and 1856 
and the winter succeeding, as conclusive evi. 
idence on this rwint.

LETTERFROM GEN.SHERit AN S ARMY. 

Hbadquartsbs 15th Army Coups, ) 
itiAB Atlanta, Ga., August 17, 1864 | 
Ocr position bow is such that a battle must 
soon occur, or one of the two armies con-i 
fronting each other will be obliged to aban- 
don its present situation, for the opposing 
fortifications are so near each other that in 
many places ao pickets can bs thrown out, 
nr.d fkirroishing in front of the lines ia entirely 
ont of tbe question. For onr own part, we 
rauet fight. This has been onr object in 
msking these continual advances; and now, 
since the enemy is driven to the wall, we 
mnstadvaxcetowardthat wall. A retrograde 
movement would prove our ruin — an advance 
our complete success. We need not hasten 
to advance, for tbe enemy, shattered and 
dispirited, fully appreciates its position of 
peril, and yet, has not the means of success- 
fully leaving ifs present stronghold, or, of ad- 
vancing upon those who b»ve maintained so 
persistent a pnrsnit To ao army inspired 
with courses and confidence no expedition 
looks formidable, but to one filled withdread 
and dis'nut, the slightest appearance of dan- 
gerprovts the fruitfal source of consternation. 

Evidence in abundance justifies anv one in 
supposing that the rebel army nnder H»od al 
teruates between fear of destruction and hone 
of escaping from the toils of Sherman. Toe 
borders of the web begin to extend, the par- 
lor door opens, and the spider, with cunning 
locks and ironical politeness, beckons for the 
approach of Mr. Fly. Can asy sane mind 
dcubt the success of the one of the web? 
Though the victim may struggle and endeavor 
to recede from the warm embraces of the oon- 
queror, yat resistance and struggling only 
ceive to exhaust his strength and means of op 
posirg. The campaign, like a whittled sties, 
is reduced to a point, and on that point rests 
the prir.e for which we have journeyed so far 
and risked so much. Soon will we reach forth 
and grasp it with a steady nerve, and then 
rest es we have not been permitted to before. 

There can be no mistake aboat the demor- 
alised condition of Hood’s array. Every 
prisoner tells the same old s'ery. Even tbe 
batteries of he rebels speak ef exhausted sup- 
plies, and a husbanding of resources. One 
day this we;k a number of window weights, 
ia lieu of the usual article, were thrown into 
our lines from their artillery. At headquar- 
ters one was exhibited, and labelled Hood’s 
last sacrifice. It is abont eighteen inches in 
length, and perhaps two inches in diameter. 
When an army becomes as reduced in materi- 
al as to throw window weights, one can, 
without difficulty, form an estimate both of 
its powers of rreutance, and of the indiscre- 
tion of its commandtr, in thus revealing such 
an important weakness. 

It has frequently been remarked that were 
tha questions of peace and war submitted to 
the private soldiers of both armies for decistoo, 
peace and reconstruction would be the imme- 
diate result of their conference. In many re- 
spects the remark can be made with reason. 
They do not hesitate to observe tbosa little 
a'mistices which for tne moment may bo 
agreed npen, and to indulge in ac's of courtesy 
and accommodation, grateful alike to the 
senses of the giver and recipient. Tobacco is 
a very desirable article among soldiers, a id 
w hen tbe privates of asy particular d i vie i m of 
the srrny can obtain a peaceful interview 
with their neighbors across the line, a great, 
many lake advantage of the opportunity pre- 
sented, and. exchange their valuables— for 
everv soldier carries something with him in 
case of inch an emergency — for the com 
moditieeof the rebels. Plug 'obacco seems :o 
be the staple, though many other articles 
change hands in tkis strange moment. 

"We have some news from the other side of 
the line. Captain Whitlock, of Gen. L-g- 
gett’A staff, who was taken prisoner during 
tbe Meridian raid, several months ogo, man- 
aged to escape the vigilance of his keepers, 
and yesterday came into our lines. Ha came 
directly 

racu bacon, oa., 

where he has been In confinement ever since 
his capture. He gave a thrilling account of 
hie journey through tbe enemy's country, of 
his sufferings and privations, and of the great 
difficulty be met with in his attempt to strike 
our lines. He brought with him a great deal 
of important information, which, of course, I 
am not at liberty to disclose. The prisoners 
who have been confined at Andersonvilie and 
Macon, for the most part, have been removed, 
BDd it was afro the intention of the rebels to 
remove those who were left at these places 
shortly. The Captain was confined in 
the jail at Macon with abont forty 
others. He says it has been his only 00 - 
copatioa since his captnre, np to the 
time of his e.‘ cape, to devi 3 e plans by which he 
might get away. In all except the last was he 
disappointed. Being considered a dangerous 
man, he was taken from his first place of con- 
finement (in the stockade) and placed with 
other officers of a like character in the jail of 
the city; but, before being conducted to the 
latter place, he, in company with one or two 
others, succeeded ia secreting upon their per- 
sons a chisel and a small saw, which they af- 
terward concealed in the straws of an old 
broom. With these implements and great pa- 
tience they succeeded in making an opening, 
Jack Sheppard fashion, in the side of the 
building. But the air of liberty was 
not yet reached, for they had a guard 
to pass, who, should he discover them, he felt 
assured wnald hold no communication with 
them, except that which proceeds from the 
month ot a musket. Tne guard perceived tben 
ar.d, instead of firing, merely pointed his piece 
toward them in a threatening manner. Here 
was a quandary which they had not expected. 

W hen they advanced toward him he raised 
bis gun and levelled it at their heads; when 
they receded from him he would lower his 
p ece again. Dating all these movements nei- 
ther party apoke a word, bat each watched the 
other attentively. Finding that nothing 
could be effected nnder these circumstances, 
the Captain and bis friends concluded they 
would wait for the relief, and try the other 
guard. At last it came, and they, after the 
guard had gone to sleep, passed across his 
be»t into an old warehouse, and from thence 
escaped beyond the limits of the city. The 
Captain came ont with three others, but as 
soon as they left Macon they separated, each 
pursuing a different course, and each, no 
doubt, arriving within the Federal lines. As 
V. bitlock came along he subsisted oa green 
corn altogether, having succeeded in obtain- 
ing a little salt from a runaway negro who 
was concealing himself within a swamp. 

A journey of five nights through the forests, 
swamps, and nnderbrnsh, finally brought him 
to our pickets, who arrested and brought him 
into camp as a spy — but on his arrival at head- 
quarters he made himself known, and was 
quickly surrounded by friends eager to offer 
ibeir warm congratulations and assistance in 
his exhausted condition. And truly, he was 
in a pitiable state; travel-wcra aud du>ty, 
cloihiDg ragged and dirty, his body emaci- 
ated by imprisonment, care, and starvation, 
be was an object worthy of deep sympathy 
and commiseration. But the kindness and 
attention of devoted comrades, and the feel- 
ing of entire satisfaction which fills his whole 
being on once more being permitted to stand 
beDcath tho folds of tho starry flag, and ever 
freedom’s soil, are fast restoring him to his 
wonted strength and spirits. Captain Whit- 
lock bring information concerning 
stonbuan's expedition. 

From accounts furnished him by negroes 
and tbe guards at the prison, we are iei to be- 
lieve the expedition was only partially suc- 
cessful— -for although Stonemau inflicted 
great damage upon the railroad on the south 
side of Macon, yet he snrrendered his com- 
mand to a force of not over three hundred and 
fifty men, under the impres 8 ion that the enemy 
was in much greater strength. He is now in 
the rebel : hospital at Macon, confined to his 
bed by sickness. It is said he shed tears on 
being informed of the size of the force which 
captured him. Before he surrendered, he 
tucceeded in destroying two valuable bridges, 
one spanning the Oconee river, aud the other 
Walnut Tree creek. 

Tbe former is said to have been worth two 
millions of dollars. The loss of these bridges 
at the present time is a serious blow to the 
rebels. It is claimed by them that new 
bridges are already prepared at each of these 
points with which to repair their loss, but 
this is very doubtful, for mechanics are so 
scarce that it would be impossible to procare 
them, in numbers sufficient to complete such 
extensive structures, in so short a time. 

"ONCN A WKBK." 

A letter in the Journal of the 10th instant, 
signed as above, contains a contradiction of 
tbe s'atement made by “Berry,” in his des- 
patches from “Atlanta, via Nashville,” con- 
cerning tbe hand to hand fighting which oc- 
curred on the 22 d nit. "Once a Week” dic- 
playe sufficiently his ignorance of the events 
of that day by volunteering this contradiction. 
Tbe 23d corps — with wh ch he is connected 
as a Surgeon — was at least five miles 
from the battle-field on that day. The Army 
of the Tennessee was on the left, the 14th 
corps separating the 23d from that portion ®f 
the army which was actually and actively 
engaged. If "Once a Week" was at his post 
at that time he certainly was with his corps, 
aDd not wandering five miles away from 
the spot where duty and orders would require 
Us preset: ce. 

I can assure “Once a Week” that hand to 
hand conflicts actually did occur when our 
men were fighting the rebels at and over the 
IftruqeSa; and in order that others may be 
convinced ot the falsity of his own statement, 

I will mention an ipe'ance which came under 
tbe observation of a number of officers, whoss 
evidence, should I mention ibeir names, might 
receive as much credit rs thatof a pe rs n who 
was rot npon the fi Id An rffie-rof the 78 h 
Ohio, Oapt. Orr by name, seeing the 11 g of 
his -regiment in the possession of a rebel, 



rushed npon him, aud with a single stroke of 
his sword almost severed tbe rebel's he id from 
his body. This mxht not b* cmaiderel a 
"hand-to-hand fight” by "Once a Week,” but 
undoubtedly wna by tbe principals. 

I will not m>ke any predictions in regard 
to the time in which onr army will march 
into the city of Atlanta, for all such con- 
jectures only serve to disgust news readers. 
When we advance, we will expect to inset 
with rrcat difficulties. E-ery means which 
ingenuity can devise, or skill bring into 
requisition, will be brought to boat' upon us, 
in order to retard or interfere with onr move- 
ments. It is folly as evident to all here as to 
these who are watchir g us, that at th s tip 1 
is centred the hopes and lesriof millions No 
doubt onr Generals feel and apptecia'e tbe 
magnitude of the interest involved. Let ns 
tru 6 t them— they are true as Eteri. Thortgn 
they may meet the foe in a deadly struggle 
and yet be unsuccessful, still wa ohomd g’.ve 
them thejnstice which their good int niioos, 
great labors, and w»tm patrio ijai merit. 
qtn*T. 

Duiirg the past few days less firing has been 
done than at any period in the preceding 
three weeks. All of this day has glidsd away 
without b sonnd indicative or BUggestive of 
strife. Scarcely a Bound can os heard except 
the dull, tumbling noise of some wagon Praia 
p.« it winds alowly around the road at oar 
left, or the hum of checrfut conversation, 
which both officers and soldiers indulge in at 
such a moment of respite as this. We usually 
have a little artillery practice in the evening, 
perhaps as much for the purpose of keeping 
the guns in pood order asfor any other object. 

Tbe prisoners who are brought in almost in- 
variably speak of onr batteries. They ac- 
knowledge our gunners to bs more precise in 
firing, and onr shells, when they reach their 
destination, more dee'rnctive than those sent 
by their own men. Such an admission is no 
mare than an acknowledgment of the truth. 
We have batteries which have literally annihi- 
lated whole regiments of the enemy, and 
which it has been impossible for any fore* *0 
approach. 

UA JOR-NIKBSAL OSTHNHAIJS. 

This gallant German has once more report- 
ed himself for active duty in the field. Since 
his promotion to the rank which he now 
holdr, be has exhibited an nntiriag activity in 
promoting the interests of those who require 
his attention. In the fnture wo may confi- 
dently expect to listen to new praises which 
hin dashing bravery will have earned — and 
which hie accomplished education as a soldier, 
ns well as his impulsive na ure, will prompt 
him te exhibit.

Tom Wcodwabp, thb Khntucxt Gcisin- 
la. — A literary geatleman of Cincinnati, 
widely known through the West, famishes 
the following to tho Gazette: 

A quarter of a century since, the writer of 
this used to see daily a bright, eurly-hevded 
boy, of some eight or ten years of age, play- 
ing under the proudly-arohing elms in front 
of hie father's residence in the Tontine Block, 
facing the green, in New Haven. This was 
the a Id ret son of the late Thomas Green Wood- 
ward, tbe large-hearted Editor of the New 
Haven Herald. 

Through his father’s influence a cadet’s war- 
rant was procured for yonng Woodward, aud 
he entered the Military Academy at West 
Point, from the New Haven District. His im- 
mediate predecessors from the same district 
were Colonel Fred Myers, of the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department, General Horatio G. Wright, 
General Henry Benham, and, at an earlier 
da>e, E D. Mansfield, Esq., Commissioner of 
Statistics for Ubio. 

Some sixteen years since, one night, while 
endeavoring to qnell a disturbance occasioned 
by a party of rowdy students, Tutor Dwight, 
of Yale College, received a mortal blow from 
an nnknown hand, with the iron bar of a 
indow shatter. He lingered a short time, 
and died greatly lamented for his extraordi- 
nary moral worth and fine intellect. Toung 
Woodward was at this time at home on fur- 
lough, and according to popular rumor, was 
the guilty party who dealt the fatal blow. 
How this may have been, we know not; but 
he never returned to West Point, ond disap- 
peared altogether from that section of country. 

Where he went was a myafory. It was re- 
ported he bad left the United States. It now 
appears that he fled to Hopkinsville in south- 
western Kentucky, figured there as a school- 
master, and at one time edited the county 
paper. In August, 1861, he raised the first 
and only rebel iegiment in the connty. A 
year later, their time being out, he, with some 
ot the regiment, returned to Hopkiuaville. 
He remained a few weeks, left, and again 
soon re-entered the town with forty men and 
a flag ef truce. He demanded its surrender, 
siting be was backed by five hundred men. 
FiDtfing tbe citizens determined on resistance 
he left, and with sight hundred more new re- 
cruits, which he gathered, he went Sonth. 
After two years more of fighting, he m»de 
bis appearance on tbe outskirts of Hopkins 
ville. just past midnight, oa Thursday of last 
week, August 18 h. This time he was at the 
head of two hundred guerrillas. They came 
on, yelling like demons, and, dashing into the 
town, got as far as the Oourt-honae, when 
they met with such a warm resistance from 
atent 6 ixty of the 521 Kentucky, that they 
returned to the suburbs. The Court-house 
bell rung the alarm; the citizens assembled 
for defence, the rebels again attacked, and 
were again driven. 

At daylight they attempted a third charge. 
Woodward failed to rally bis men. He rode 
several rods in advance of his band, and was 
in the act of firing his pistol when hts horse 
was shot, and he fell mortally wounded on 
the very spot where, October lit, 1861, he 
halted his men when he came in with Gen. 
Bnekner. He was carried into an adjacent 
store, and, after two boars of agony, exoired. 

Thus died a young man of brilliant capaci- 
ties, who might have been an honor to his 
native State. But bis early career, it seems, 
but too sadly presaged his ignominious, 
tiaitorous end. 

CuaiousDoo Aneodotb. — A friend has re- 
ceived from a San Francisco correspondent 
the following anecdote respecting a dog 
owned in that city. It is well worth pub- 
lishing : 

Among the many curioua things here, there 
iscnewhichl think will interest you. It ia 
the story of a dog. The animal rejoices in the 
me of “Bummer,” which befog translated 
means “loafer.” Some time ago Bummer 
found another dog who had his leg injured, 
and was very ill.’lying in the street. He car- 
ried him off and hid him in a vacant lot, and 
daily carried him food until he recovered, 
when they appeared together in the streets, 
and a wsys remained together from morning 
until night. Bummer and Lazarus (as the 
ather dog was named), were as well known to 
every one in the State as A, B, C, — every one 
petted them — when hungry all they had to 
do was to go into any restaurant, where they 
received the best of everything. Lazarus 
died some months ago, but Bummer is still to 
be seen lounging round the principal streets 
and restaurants; tbe latter esteem it a great 
favor to receive a call from him. They nave 
carried it so far here, that the city has really 
passed a special act exempting Bummer from 
the dog law 1 aDd woe betide the person who 
should be bold enough to insult him. I 
thought the story of Bummer and Lazarus_ 
quite a touching one whea I heard it, aud it 
ia really true. .

tions pa to utterly and forever at one foil 
ewco* destroy Hoed and the rebel army now 
6 ‘ubbornly contesting every inch of our ad- 
vence toward tbe doomed city of Atlanta. 
This done, end we march to Mscoa and S*van- 
nnh and Charleston. This galfrnt army is 
then to throw its weight against the totteriag 
geties of Richmond, nnd thus ends the great 
rebellion— on paper. Sneh rhspsody is non- 
sense. Were the- General commanding the eo’- 
utnns of the Times to see the enormous qn en- 
tities of earth thrown np by the enemy wi h 
engineering skill, and look at the glittering 
bayonets of 50,000 or 60.000 veteran saldfors, 
supported and protected by a powerful artillery 
all combined for his destruction, he would 
certainly hesitate before casting his sacrifice 
upon such an altar cf butchery. For a circuit 
of ten miles Atlanta is fortified with powerful 
works, and behind these ia a maddened and 
infuriated army. Lieutenant-General Hood, 
“the great rebel butcher,” has taken the con- 
tract to bold the doomed city, though he 
slaughters his soldiers and reddens the streets 
with their Dlood. That he can or cannot do 
this does not so much depend upon the re- 
spective strength of the hostile armies as upon 
ihe skilfnlnees with which they are handled, 
their rapid concentration upon the weak 
points of the enemy’s lines, and the desperate 
eaergy evinced in repelling assaults, or the 
overwhelming Impetuosity in making them. 

It makes bn: little difference whether an army 
wars for principle or honor. It is human na- 
ture to fight for mestery and victory. If 
streegtb of numbers alone were to decide tha 
fate of nations, Franco would have lain a 
corpse at the feet of the allied armies. Na- 
poleon, with 40,000 men, trampled Europe un- 
der his foot. Sobeiski, with 30 000 Poles, 
routed end broke the power of 135.000 Turks. 
England, with a territory pmaller than the 
State of Wisconsin, has conquered, by the 
strategy of war, an arta of this earth’s 
tnrface, around which, at some one point, 
the sun is forever shining. So you sse 
•bat brain and energy, with limited cap 
Pal, can do more than unlimited capital 
witbent brain and energy — I mean that brain 
and energy, which to all intents and purposes 
Las proved itself melees. We used this kind 
of brain, and bad unlimited material during 
the first two years of the war— we know the 
mults— defeat and disaster everywhere. A 
bar drill of rebels, so to speak, made a success- 
ful defensive warfare aeainst a power more 
than double their rumb*rs, besides being bet- 
ter armed, (quipped, clothed, and fed than 
onr adversaries. The power of concentration, 
or ametefog forces at a given point to work 
out grand, decisive, and lasting results, per- 
vaded every nerve and fibre of the enemy’s 
life. We were vascillating. The armies of 
tbe republic were everywhere, and yet no- 
where when wanting. Unfortunately was 
this the case at the battles of Ball Ran and 
Shiloh. And again at bloody Chicksmauga. 
Here was a preponderance of numbers, uwd 
npon tbe Napoleonic principle; and yet they 
failed to destroy the opposing army, because 
it evitced that dosperate energy ot which I 
have already spokcD. 

At the tattles of Miseim Ridge and the 
stoimicg of Lookout was displayed the 
grandest military movement on record. It was 
lasting in its remits — a perpetaal monument 
to tbe genius of tbe General who planned it 
and the incomparable army by whom it was 
executed. We have this army still, and the 
leading spirits under whose daring and skill 
it achieved its immortalities still load it oa to 
glory. But mark the change. While we 
Liree driven the enemy from fortresses s»p- 
fofed impregnable, and advanced three hun- 
dred miles into his territory (at least wbat he 
is pleased to call such), it must be remem- 
bered that in so doing we have very material- 
ly and visibly weakened the main strength of 
tbe army. This is caused by losses in bat- 
tle, by death and disease and by 
the large force left in our rear, necessary 
to protect and keep open onr line of com- 
munication. Again, sep how the ranks are 
thinned in detailing nun as teamsters, post- 
mse'ers, clerks, tc. Huch positions as the 
last named should be filled by citizens, and if 
possible by mob men as are not liable to draft. 

It is no part of a soldier's life to play teamster 
and clerk. While tbe rebel loss in battle may 
equal oura, while he may lose territory, and 
meet d< feat, still as he retreats he accumulates 
forces by reinforcements from the guards and 
pickets who protect bi 3 rear, and at the same 
time he is journeying to his baso of saepliea. 
wh 4e we are leaving oars Such is really the 
relative position of the hostile armies about 
Atlanta to dsy. It ie well to know the truth. 

It is wise to be prepared for a coming storm. 
The lamented Douglas well knew that the 
easiest way to peace was in making th most 
stupendous preparations for war. So, too, the 
easiest way to take Atlanta is to make the 
most stupendous preparations for doing so. 
This can only be done by furnishing 
the requisite number of men necessary fjr its 
execu'ion. The capture of the city alone la 
not' the great point — tha gran t result. The 
destruction of the rebel army in Atlanta would 
be tbe destruction of the reoel power through- 
out the southwestern portion of the Confed- 
eracy. Capturing Atlanta, and letting Hood’s 
limy ercope, gives you the chaff — tho wheat 
is what we went Should it be driven out of 
tbae, as it will be, and that perhaps before 
this letter reaches yon, we mns« follow it, and 
continue to follow until its power ij destroy- 
rd, annihilated. Since this has to be dene, 
why not do it now as well an at a later day. 
The rebellion must be quelled. Tho govern- 
ment of onr fathers must be perpetuated. If 
the American Republic is destroyed, the sun 
pels upon human liberty. As a people weehall 
drift into aparehy end bloodshed. The 
foirors of San Domingo, the hatcheries of 
Robespierre, aud tbe terrors of tbe Inquisi- 
tion, will all have their counterparts ia the 
oloody day that is fast approaching. To avert 
these terrible evils and insnre ns success ia 
onr endeavors to give to our children the 
glorious government that onr fathers gave us, 
we must reinforce our gallant armies in the 
field, and the loyal people at home must be 
on their guard against being led astray by 
the bad men and political demagogues who 
are seeking to creato sectional jealousies, aud 
inflame sectional animosities for their own 
base party purposes. Such vile creatures 
have brought curses enough upon you already. 
It id not tco late to learn lessons of wisdom 
from tbe look of tbe great, eventfal Past. 

IBS BIAOB Of ATLANTA PROGRESSING. 

The eo-cal'ei siege of Atlanta is rapidly 
progressing, if one continual roar of musketry 
»Ld the unteasing volleys of artillery consti- 
tute besiegsment. This is not universal along 
the entire line, but there is not an hour in the 
day, from Monday morning until Saturday 
night, that such sounds do not greet yonr 
ear at seme point. War knows no Sibbath, 
and, as if its remorseless and revengeful spirit 
defied all lews, human and divine, it is on this 
day especially sanguinary. 

VKBT NEIGHBORLY. 

In many places around Atlanta the fortifi- 
cations of the enemy and ours are so close to- 
gether that no pickets dare show themselves 
between them. Death awaits the first man 
who incautiously lifts his bead au inch above 
the breastworks, for the deadly and murder- 
ous aim of the sh a- p shooters, on e'ther side, 
is ever on the alert for human sacrifices. 
Their thirst for a corpse is as ferocious as that 
of tigers for blood. 

COMPLIMENTS 07 GEN, HOOD TO GEN. HOWARD. 

Gen. Hood 6 ent his compliments to Gen. 
Howard the other day, in the shape of a cast- 
iron window weight, weighing seven pounds. 
It is about a foot long, and an inch and a 
quarter through. This missile of destruction 
is believed to have beea thrown from a Whit- 
worth gun, and must have carried a distance 
of two miles. Nobody was hurt by its ar- 
rival. The rebel stock of ammunition must 
be somewhat exhausted where they have re- 
course to such materials of war.

Description op thh Amphithsatrh — The 
mammoth amphitheatre at the corner of Mich- 
igan avenue and Park place, in which the 
session* of the forthcoming National Demo- 
cratic Convention are to be held, is at present 
receiving the last finishing touches At the 
hands of the carpenters. In a couple of days 
it will be paeetd over to the decorators, woo 
will display the taBte by festooning it with 
hundreds of fltgs, banners, and streamers. 
Tbe building, which is constructed entirely of 
wood, isof gigantic proportions. It measures 
in circumference 628 feet, and has accommo- 
dntions for an audience of over 15,000 persons. 
The roof in the centre Is thirty five leec from 
the ground, and slopes gradually until it is 
only twenty-eight feet in height. At this 
point it is broken for the purpose of ventila- 
tion. Tberemainfog portion of the roof com- 
merces at a point four feet below, and slopes 
en'ly to the outer edge of the building. The 
entire stiuctuve is covered with patent felt 
rcofitg, capable of withstanding the heaviest 
rain storms. The grand entrance to the build- 
ing is on Michigan avenue, aud ie tbrough a 
spacious passage- way fifteen feet wide. Taia 
leads directly tn tbe central platform, oi which 
tbe officers of tha convention, dalega’es. aud 
members of tbe press will be seated. Run- 
ning all round this platform is a neat railing, 
inside of which is a narrow pathway by which 
delegatee can leave the building without hav- 
ing to press through the stssaoiblaga on the 
platform. Close to this footway will bo the 
detks for the nee of the memhtrs of the press, 
who will be largely represented. The num- 
ber of chairs on the platform will be six hun- 
dred. On the south side of the mammoth 
amphitheatre, surrounding and overlookiag 
tie central platform, is the large gallery f jrthe 
uee of ladies end gentlemen accompanied by 
ladies. It has been fitted up with comfortable 
seats stretching along the entire halt of the 
structare. These seats are placed on an in- 
clined plane, so that every one will have a 
meet excellent opportunity of seeing and hear- 
ing whatever is going on at all times. The 
north side is set apart as standing places for 
tbe male portion of the vast assemblage that 
is pure to be present. The entrance to these 
palierita is by three patasge-ways, each four 
feet in width. The colnmcs which support 
the root will be tastefully decorated with na- 
tional flags, while the entire wails will be fes- 
tooned with flags, banners, and national col- 
ors. Externally there is not much to attract 
the eye, but the immense proportions of the 
bui’ding challenge the attention cf all. Oa 
ihe top of tbe roof are several 11 ig staffs from 
which national flags will proudly float dariog 
the sessions Gf the convention. The Commit- 
tee of Arrangements deserve the utmost credit 
for tbe admirable manner in which they have 
discharged the important duty intrusted to 
them The greatest attention has been given 
to the carrying outof cverr detail iu the ern- 
etruction of the building. The system of ven- 
tilation is per’ect, and the T ' .et structure is 
well lighted throughout. The site of the 
bui ding is very convenient, and the delegates 
audottivre may rest sati.fi fo that there will bt 
every accommodation provided for tbeir con- 
yoyence to BDd from the ooDteition. It is 
with n a short distance of several of the prin- 
cipal linos of railway, and only a couple of 
blocks from the S.a'e s not car:.

The peaae men ere holding high heads to- 
day, and are .giving it cut that McClellan will 
not be nominated. Sumo of them go so far as 
to eay that if he is nominated they will not 
Bupport him but will bolt and put up another 
man. 

If McClellan’s friends can rescind the two- 
thirds rule, they will be ail right. 

The delegates are of two kinds — those who 
are for peace and those who are for policy. 
The latter arc the McClellan men. 

The peade flren have already been promised 
tho platform, if they will yield the man. 
Th? anti McClellan men are getting out hand- 
bills, containing tbe Virginia and Kentucky 
resolutions of 1798 and 1799. Undernea'h 
ere the words: “Can McOlellaa support 
these?” and a copy of McClellan’s lettor to 
Banks, giving him instructions to arrest the 
Maryland Legislature. 

A count of noses shows that tea of tUo In- 
diana delegation are for McOieiian and six- 
tsen sgaintt him. Eight of the Ohio delega- 
tion are for him, thirty -four against him. Two 
cf Ihe Michigan for him and eight against him. 
The Illinois delegation is instructed to vote 
as a unit, and will go against McClellan. Iowa 
and Wisconsin are divided. Byington ia com 
ing here from the former State with a big 
crowd against him. 

New York is not a unit, but will vote for 
Stymour if there is any chance to nominate 
him. The anti- McOieiian mea will pat Sey- 
mour in nomination to divert the New York 
vofrs, and will unite on him, if necessary, to 
defeat little Mac. 

Ex Governor Weller, of California, is hero, 
working for unconditional peace. Garrett 
Davis made a speech at the Richmond House 
to-day. He said that when the war broke 
ont be was in favor of coercion; he was now 
convinced of his mistake, and wus in favor of 
peace on ths bestterm 3 bj could get. He was 
in favor of any man and any principles to got 
the present Administration out of "place. He 
ia worfcfog against McClellan and with the 
Wickiifle delegation. 

George Francis Train is here as a delegate 
from Nebraska. He has a speech ready for 
delivery, and a gentleman who heard him 
read it on the cars says it is very good. 

Yaliandigham ia befog lionized extensively. 
He will make a speech to-night. Senator 
Richardson, if sober enoagh, will also speak; 
likewise Garrett Davis. 

An organization calling itself the Union 
National Convention Committee, will meet 
to-morrow. Amos Kendall is chairman. Its 
ot ject is difficult to understand, but it is said 
to be in favor of McClellan. Judge Camp- 
bell, of Tennessee, is a member. There is 
tome talk of makixg Campbell president of 
tbe convention. It will be a great triumph if 
accomplished. 

Colorado Jewett is here, and it is said that 
the citizens of Illinois, Indiana, and other 
States to the number of 50,000 are oa their 
way here in wagons, and will form a camn 
around the city. They are all peace men. If 
there is not a break up there will be a grand 
precession on the night of the nomination. 

It is confidently asserted that Frank Blair 
and all bis St. Louis friends willsnpport Mc- 
Clellan if nominated. General Sherman had 
EOtne friends here, but they have all forsaken 
him since the publication of his letter in favor 
of universal emancipation. 

A feeble effort is befog made ia favor of 
Fremont, bnt it meets no response. 

The Ohio delegation will cast their first vote 
for ex Senator Allen, but with ne intention 
of nominating bim. 

The surface talk bn* been for McClollan, 
at d the impression last night was that he 
would be nominated. 

• The peuce men have, however, been coming 
in pretty strong to-day, on 1 it is fonnd that 
McClellan’s strength in the Western States is 
not so great as bis friends claimed. He has 
for inetaLCe bnt eight friends in the Ohio del- 
egation. That McClellan has fallea in the 
last twenty-fenr hours is quite perceptible. 
Pennsylvania and the New England States are 
strong for him. 

New York, sa usual, is not reliable for any- 
body. Fillmore has no considerable strength 
in any quarter. There is considerable talk 
about Gov. Seymour, of New York, whs will 
probably be introduced when McOieiian is 
choked off by the two- thirds vote.

Cincinnati, August 27.

P. M. yesterday, was blown from the track 13 
miles west of Lawreaceburjr, and tha cars 
tumbled down an embankment 12 feet high. 
No particulars are known, but it is reported 
'hat 20 or 30 persons were wounded. None 
are report'd killed. 

Tbe train contained a number of delegates, 
en route to tbe Chicago Convention. The 
storm was severe at Colnmbns, uprooting 
trees, and flooding the streets with water. 

The Gaeetto’s Atlanta despatch says Kil- 
patrick dettroyed the Macom Railroad at va- 
rious places, for a distance of fourteen miles, 
and captured and burned a train of supplies 
en route to Atlanta.

them the necessity of exercising the faculty 
of invention Murder and bigamy are tb» 
foundations of most of their plots. The hero 
bea two wives or the heroine three hnsbauds, 
and the development ot the story is siaip'.y 
the elimination of three extra incambrauces 
by suicide or assassination. The London cor- 
respondent of the New York Times tells the 
following anecdote to show that publishers 
understand tbe sources from which their au- 
tbots draw their startling details: 

What with the divorce court aud police 
ccuris, the daily papers manage to furnisn 
several columns a day of very spicy reading 
to the British public. In conversing with a 
lady, who is considered at the head of the sen- 
sation literature iu England, the other day, 
ou this matter, I suggested that a censorship 
of tho press seemed quite as necessary as that 
exercised over the State by the Lord Oham- 
berlain, and the doubt whether the entire sup- 
pression ot a large class of police cases m.ght 
not be an advantage to the morals of the 
public. 

"Or their restriction to one paper, specially 
printed for that purpose,” tho lady euggesoed. 

“Just eo,” said her publisher, who happan- 
ed to be within hearing, "and give me the 
copy-right of that paper. Then all you wri- 
ters of voyages aud romances might go. I 
would ©nap my fingers at the whole of you.” 

A Mubdjcrous Rebel Missilb. — A young 
man Darnel Kinney, formally a Trojan, but 
recently belonging to a Western, regiment, 
reached this city yesterday. lie served for a 
ioEg time under General Sherman, and was 
wounded at the battle of Alatoona. The cir- 
cumstances attending his injuries are such as 
we do not reco lect to have seen recorded dur- 
ing the war. Young Kinney was shot in the 
lower part of the leg by a ballet — apparently 
an ordinary rifle ball. It lodged in the limb, 
but did not prevent his walking to the rear. 
He had just seated himself in an ambulance, 
f alf an hour after being hit, when the bullet 
exploded in his leg, shattering the limb ter- 
ribly, makfog four distinct openings, and 
carrying away a quantity of the bone. De- 
spite the severe shock, the young hero trav- 
elled to his home in Troy, and he is now un- 
der the care of our surgeons, with a chance 
of recovery. He is aa patriotic as he is brave. 
"Save mv limb, doctor,” he said, “for God's 
sake; 1 want to get back and join my regi- 
ment. But if I’ve got to lose both legs for 
my country, why, it’s all right.” The use of 
missiles that explode half au hour after lodg- 
ment in any part of the body is an English 
novelty, practised only by the rebels. It is 
the last refinement of the ‘ barbarism of war,” 
and Tit a fit illustration of Southern "chival- 
ry.” — Tro y Times.

Through the kindness of my commanding 
officer, and the unerring aim of -a shqrpshoot- 
ing Johnny, lam permtttedto have a fdrlongh 
for twenty days, and cannot employ my time 
better than in wiitfog to the Journal. In yonr 
istne of the 10 th I read an editorial on the po- 
sition of the different corps and the locations 
cf the Kentucky regiments around Atlanta. 
Although a iaqtter of little consequence to the 
gt-otrul public, whether this corps is on the 
right and the other on the left, I may say, eis 
passant, that your information on that subject 
was not correct. Situated like army corres- 
pondents generally, having the ear of G -ner al 
Sherman, and knowing hta plans and pur- 
poses to a dot, as a matter.or prnder.ee, you 
will f xcQ'e ma if I omit telling the public, 
through yon, the mystorious things that there 
are to be done wi hin the next twenty-four 
home, or the exact moment when Atlanta ia 
to he taken. 

In rambling along the lines yesterday, 

looking at a fight here, a foot race there, end 
an innocent game of euchre beyond, I fell in 
with an old friend, Dr. E. H. Dunn, Surgeon 
j of ths 15th Kentucky infantry. The Dr. 
j looks fresh and blooming as when I saw 
• him over a dish of clams in the City of Mon- 
uments, years ago. I was sorry, however, to 
observe that, while the blnsh of the June roje 
is on his cheeks, the silvery threads of hu- 
man winter are largely mingled with his 
hair, ne doubt the effect of great anxiety and 
bodily fatigue. The Dr. ia, I be ieve, un- 
married, but aa the fair spinsters of the North, 
only, read ths Journal, his chances are good 
for a dashing widew, fair, fat, and forty. 
From Dr. Dunn I learned much of the gallant 
15ih, which I prppose to aet down for your 
information. The regiment was organized 
aider the leadership of Col Curran Pope, and 
went into the service of ths United States in 
September, 1861, 960 strong, and now mus- 
ters for duty less than 15*. In the winter of 
1861 the regiment joined the 17th brigade, 
commanded by ths gallant Lvt'e, and fol- 
lowed ths fortunes of Gen. O. M. Mitchell to 
Bowling Green, Nashville, Murfreesboro, 
Shelbyville, Fayetteville, and Huntsville. 
Many a long and weary march the regiment 
had to perform under Mitchell, hut did only 
little fighting nntil the 3d division returned 
to Kentucky in September, 1862, under the 
leadership of the gallant Rousseau. Perry- 
vilie was the first fight the regiment was in, 
and how we(f it done its part in that bloody day 
of O. toner let its shattered colors, and its two 
hundred and eighty- five fallen braves that 
wet the soil with their blood tell. The three 
field officers befog killed in that battle, ths 
regiment marched to Crab Orchard after 
Bragg, thence back to Nashville, under Col- 
onel Forman, nnd fought the battle of 8 one 
river, where Colonel Forman, Oeptain Bayne, 
bd i the joaDg and beroio Todd were killed, 
with sixty-three men in the ranks. From 
Murfreesboro to Obickamauga, the 15:h had 
its fhsro of the toils and dangers of the army, 
frequently skirmishing with the enemy for 
flays, without rest, and with scanty food. 
Tbe history of its actions at Chtckamauga is 
bnt a repetition of its deeds at Perrjyille and 
Stone river. Now guided by the gallantry 
and skill of its third Oolonei, Marion O. Tay- 
lor, it s'ood the ordeal of the 14 -h corps nnder 
Thcruf s,on tha! svertfulSr.n lay in September, 
and text day, at Rossrille, hurled back a 
brigade of mounted infantry that assailed it 
an Mission Ridge, and was the last regiment 
to leave tbe picket line on Tuesday morning 
when tbe whole Armyof the Cumberland waa 
safe inside the defences of Chattanooga. 
While the balance of the army was resting in 
and around Chattanooga, after the enemy was 
driven from Mission Ridge, the 15th was put 
on post duty, bnt as soon as the present cam- 
paign was determined on, Col. Taylor asked 
to have tbe regiment relieved that it might 
share the fortunes of Sherman’s gallant army. 
H:s request was complied with, and the regi- 
ment matched from Chattanooga on the morn- 
ing ef the 3d of May. It is now over a hun- 
dred days since the troops marched from the 
Tecneeeee, and for over 90 of that 100, the 15‘h 
Kentucky has been on the front line, battling 
wiih the enemy, and by its gallant conduct 
winning tbe thanks of commanders, the ad- 
miration of the troops, and, it is to be hooed, 
tbe lasting gratitude of tbe people. From Tan- 
nel Bill and Resaca to Kinnesaw and Atlan- 
ta its path is marked with blood, the blond of 
the traitor ft* well as that of its brave officers 
and men. From the day that the yonng and 
gifted end noble aDd beloved McDowell fell in 
tbe latal charge at Resaca, to this moment, 
when rifle and Napoleon are thundering the 
fate ot rebeldom into the nnwilling ears of 
Hood neither friend nor foe can truthfully say 
that the 15th Ky. has failed or faltered ia the 
discharge of its Bacred duty. Wherever the 
fight was thickest and duty called, there 
was Col. Taylor and his regiment, striking 
home for tbe flag arid country of his birth. I 
have yet to learn of a single Kentucky regi- 
ment that baa not doDe its whole dnty since 
this unhappy rebellion waa inaugurated, bnt 
1 believe the 13th has suffered more iu killed 
and wounded than any I know of. The last 
sDnnal report of Adjutant General Boyle 
©bows twice the number of killed in the 15 h 
than wbat occurred in any other, and I regret 
to say that this campaign has not diminished 
the proportion. The regiment is now using 
its tbiid stand of colors just furnished by the 
Government. The first, presented by the ladies 
of Louisville, waa shot to pieces at Perryyille, 
and sent to the Slate Capitol by Col. Forman. 
Tbe second waa presented to the regiment in 
the name of tbe ladies of Loiisrille 
by General Rouse eau. It wen* through 

the battles of SicDe River, Chickamauga, 
Resaca, Dallas, Kinnesaw, and Ohat- 
tabcocbie, and is so torn by shot and 
shell, tha' if nn'urled it woold fall from the 
lance. Tbe third cnly reached tbe regiment a 
few days ago, and waa baptized in fire on 
Sunday we**k w hile the regiment was charg- 
ing the works of the enemy. It shows a re- 
fprotable number of bullet boles, and doubt- 
ices will have many added before the cam- 
paign terminates. Dr. Dunn has kindly for- 
Dieted me with the following list of casual- 
lies, that occurred in the regiment since the 
beginning of Sherman’s campaign, which 
may be of some advantage to many of jear 
readers. 

Colonel M. C. Taylor, struck with a shell in 
tbe arm yesterday, just three months from the 
day that he was wounded in the sane arm at 
Resaca.

has proved to the rebels a motive of resistance, 
tower of strength, and. the consolidation of 
heir power.” In the same spirit all the ultra 
cion papers in Richmond evidently de- 
sire the the re-election of Mr. Lincoln. The 
Dispatch eajs: 

If we could command a million of votes in 
Yankeedom, Abraham Lincola should com- 
mand them all. 

The Examiner, which is probably to be re- 
garded as Jeff Davis’s court journal, gives its 
opinion as follows : 

Abraham has been a good Emperor for us; 
he has served our turn; his policy has settled, 
established, and made irrevocable the separa- 
tion of the old Union, a nation essentially 
foreign. 

The Mobile Register chimes in with this 
general chorn3, and declares: 

As long as the Republicans hold power they 
will think of conquest and dominion only, 
and we, on the other hand, will be certain to 
achieve freedom and independence before the 
Democrats of the nation get into power again 
and come whispering in our ears Union, re- 
construction, concession, and guarantees. 
Away with anch staff! We want separation. 
Give us rather men like Thaddeus Stevens 
and Charles Sumner. They curse the old 
Union and despise it, and so do we. 

What stronger evidences are required to 
show that the President’s radical change of 
policy in the conduct of the war has united 
he rebels and divided the loyal? 



Tbs Dbaft. — A much esteemed friend 
writes to us from Owensboro, as follows: 
Cannot something be done to postpone the 
draft? The time is very close at hand. Vol- 
unteering is going on quite briskly in Ken- 
tucky, and if we only had a little more time 
onr quota would without a donbt be filled, and 
that too, very shortly. Again: there are 
many wno are subject to the draft who can- 
not go without a great loss, and substitute 
brokers knowing this, are operating on their 
fears by demanding fabulous prices for sub- 
stitutes, which is causing many to become 
alarmed and a panic is likely to result. 
Whereas if a stay of the draft could be had, 
recruiting would continue, the substitute 
broker lose his calling, the people’s fears be 
allayed, and onr quota filled without any 
serieus ices of time to the Government 
Onr correspendeat should reflect that sixty 
days were given to fill up the last call for five 
hundred thousand men by volunteering before 
a draft was ordered, and that term expires on 
Monday next. We have always been of the 
opinion that a resort to drafting was impolitic, 
but w hen the policy was once determined upon 
and received the assent of onr most eminent 
military men, we felt it our duty to do all we 
could to render iteffective. It isnow thought 
that the entire quota will be nearly filled by 
volunteers, recruits, and substitutes, while 
there are agents actively at work to procure 
the proper credit for all the slaves that have 
been taken Horn Kentucky and allotted to the 
regiments of other States. The success which 
has attended this effort, tbank3 to the pru- 
dence of Governor Bramlette, will ma- 
terially decrease the contingent of oar 
State, and will make the draft in many 
places merely nominal. We at any rate do not 
believe anything wonld be gained by post- 
poning the draft, as it must come. Oar peo- 
ple generally wait until the last week or 
fortnight before the designated time, and then 
their anxiety to find substitutes naturally In- 
creases their value. We know some, who, 
with wise forethought, obtained their proxies 
os soon as the call was made, and, as they 
procured them when there was no excite- 
ment, they paid comparatively but little for 
them. If the draft should be put off now for 
a time, there would be the same apathy as 
there was a month ago, and the same appre- 
hensions when the time was about to expire. 

Besides this, it has become the duty of ev 
ery one who owes military sorvics to his 
country to yield it readily. Grant, Sherman, 
and Farragut have their hands upon the 
throats of the eerberns which gaard3 the por- 
tals of the infernal confederacy, and the na- 
tion should pnt forth its entire strength to 
emsh the rebellion forever. With the half 
million men in the field called for by the Pres- 
ident, the military power of the rebellion can 
be broken this fall, and when that is effected 
we have always believed that the mas 363 of 
the people in the seceding States will willing- 
ly return to their allegiance. It is the mili- 
tary despotism which gives Jeff Davis armies 
and enables him to conscript old aad 
yonng, and in proportion to the terrible 
power of this despotism should be th 
determination of our loyal people to break 
the Ebackles of their enslaved Ssnthern 
brethren. Patriotism and humanity both de- 
mand that the draft should not be postponed, 
nd onr Owensboro friend is mistaken when 
e says if the draft were stayed, recruiting 
onld continue and our quota would be filled 
"without any serious lose of time to the 
cvernment.” Ho speaks iu the interests of 
hose who ere at hope, but wheu we romind 
im that the draft is for the protection of oui 
rave and noble brothers already in the field, 
fore Petersburg, around Atlanta, and about 
he shores of Mobile Bay, we know that hie 
atriotic impulses will cause him to reconsider 
is opinion, and exclaim: "Let the draft 
o on I” There is no need of aiarm> 
nd we have no apprehensions of any 
anio as likely to result from it. We mns: 
ook the stern reality of our country's condi- 
ion firmly in the face, and ia its defence 
prepared to "pledge our lives, onr fortunes, 
d onr sacred honors.” When history comes 
o write its narrative of this sad, wicked, and 
ncalled-for rebellion, the heinous crime of a 
art of onr people in attempting to destroy the 
ovemment founded by Washington and the 
eroes and sages of the Revolution, will be 
ImoBt blotted out by the record of the bra- 
ery, the loyalty, and the alacrity of those 
ho sprung to its defence and poured oat their 
lood like water when rallying to the threat- 
ned standard of their country. 



We think the Administration canno 
esist the unanmity of opinion in reference to 
he relief of the Union prisoners at Anderson- 
ille, Georgia. Even the New .York Times, 
he President’s special organ, says: "The 
~nty of the military authorities is surely clear, 
xchange the white prisoners man for man at 
east; if no better can be done for the negro 
roops now, their time will come anon, unless 
he South is to have a monopoly of the cap- 
nre of prisoners. It is doubtless true that the 
addening tortures and exposures our men 
ave to endure four parts of the rebel scheme 
compel us to make an exchange. What if 
t is so. They will hare the odds in their 
avor in any case, in all that is most savage in 
this war. But let onr authorities see to the 
elease of our brave and patriotic soldiers.”

B6T It has been stated repeatedly of late 
that the rebels evince a very great desire to 
effect a general exchange of prisoners, and it 
appears that the deadlock in carrying out the 
caitel proceeds from the refusal of onr War 
Department to make any exchanges until ne- 
gro soldiers are admitted on the sams footing 
as the white troops. There is no question 
that it is the duty of the Government to pro- 
tect its soldiers, and we cannot understand 
why there has been no effort made to retal- 
iate for the inhuman butcheries which have 
disgraced the rebels ia their treatment of cap- 
tured negroes. Bat it is manifestly and 
glaringly wrong to suffer our citizen soldiers 
to linger in prisons, jails, and pcit-honse3, 
while a point of etiquette is settled between 
the belligerent authorities. It is not merely 
wrong, but it is impolitic, for we have a la-ge 
preponderance of prisoners in our possession 
who are well fed and kindly treated, aai, 
should they be exchanged, would be more 
valuable to the rebels as coldiers than when 
they were captured; but the Federal soldiers 
who are captives to the rebels are ia many in- 
stancss so cruelly treated that when they 
return home exchanged it is but to die. Fear 
ef our soidiors, who represent the Union 
captives at Andersonville, Gaorgia, have 
memorialized our Government to adopt soma 
measures for their exchange, and from their 
statement, if the proper steps a-e not epesdily 
taken, they will all ba dead. The memorial 
states that Colonel Hill, ths rebel Provost 
Marshal at Atlanta, stated to one o? the 
writers that there were thirty five thousand 
prisoners at Andersonville, and by all accounts 
from the United States soldiers who havo baen 
confined there the number is not overstated by 
him. These thirty-five thousand are confined 
in a field of some thirty acres, inclosed by a 
board fence, heavily guarded. About one- 
third have various kinds of indifferent shelter; 
but upwards of thirty thousand are wholly 
without shelter, or even shade, of any kind, 
8nd are exposed to the storms and rains which 
are of almost daily occurrence; the cold dews 
of the night, and the more terrible effects of 
the snn striking with almost tropical fierce- 
ness upon their unprotected heads. This mess 
of men jostle and crowd each other up and 
down the limits of their enclosure, in storm 
or snn, and others lie down upon the pitiless 
earth at night, with no other covering than 
the clothing upon their backs, few of them 
having even a blanket. We know that this 
dreadful picture of misery is not overcolored, 
but there are other accessories to it which the 
memorial presents, as follows: 

Upon entering the prison every man is ds- 
liberately stripped of money and other proper- 
ty; and, as no clothing or blankets arc ever 
supplied to tfceir prisoners by the rebel au- 
thorities, the condition cf the apparel of the 
soldiers, jest from an active campaign, can be 
easily imagined. Thousands are without 
pants or coats, and hundreds withaut evqn a 
pairof drawers to cover their nakedness 
To these men, as indeed to all prisoners, 
there is issued three-quarters of a pound of 
bread or meal, and one-eighth of a pound of 
meat per day. This is the entire ration, and 
upon it the prisoner mast live or die. The 
meal is often unsifted and soar, and the meat 
such as in the North U consigned to the soap- 
maker. Such are the Pattons upon which 
Union soldiers are fed by the rebel authorities, 
and by which they are barely holding on to 
life. But to starvation and exposure, to sun and 
storm, add the sickness which prevails to a most 
alarming and terrible extent. On as average 
one hundred die daily. It is impossible that 
any Union soldier should know all tho facta 
pertaining to this terrible mortality, as ths 7 
are not paraded by the rebel authorities. Saoh 

statement as the following, made by 

, speaks eloquent testimony. Said he: 

“Of twelve of ns who were captured, six died; 
four are in the hospital, and I never expect to 
see them again. There are but two of us left.” 
In 1862, at Montgomery, Alabama, under far 
more favorable circumstances, the prisoners 
being protected by sheds, from one hundred 
and fifty to two hundred grew sick frem diar- 
rhoea and chills, out of seven hundred. The 
seme per centage would give seven thousand 
sick at Andersonville. It needs no comment, 
no efforts at word-painting, to make such a 
picture stand out boldly in most horrible 
colors. 

Nor is this all. Among the ill-fated of the 
many who have suffered amputation iu con- 
sequence of injuries received before capture, 
sent from rebel hospitals before their wounds 
were healed, there are eloquent witnesses of 
the barbarities of which they are victims. If 
to these facts is added this, that nothing more 
demoralizes soldiers and develops the evil pas- 
sions of man than starvation, the terrible con- 
dition of the Union prisoners at Andersonville 
can be roadily imagined. They are fast 
losing hope, and becoming ntterly reckless of 
life. Numbers, crazed by their sufferings, 
wander about in a state of idiocy ; others de- 
liberately cross the “dead line,” and are re- 
morselessly shot down. 

It is not strange, after such expositions as 
this — and it is not the first development of the 
same character that has been made — it is not 
strange, we say, that the suspicion should be 
excited that onr soldiers are deliberately mur- 
dered by this course of treatment. Rsbel 
i risoners, when exchanged, can attest that 
they have been well provided in quarters and 
rations, that they have been allowed to re- 
tain their personal effects. All these are de- 
nied to the Federal captives. When we com- 
pare Camp Douglas, Camp Chase, Johnson’s 
Island, and Fort Delaware with the Libby, 
Belle Isle, Andersonville, and other Confed- 
erate prisons, wo cannot fail to observe that 
we are feeding the rebels, while the rebels are 
suffering our captive soldiers to die by scores 
from the result of privation, exposure, insuf- 
ficient food, and the long catalogue of dis- 
eates which are the inevitable result of thsir 
in hum an treatment. These considerations 

ston'd plead trnmpct-tongued to our authori- 
ses to place no further impedrments in the 
way of a general exchange, but to use every 
energy to facilitate it. 

gy5f*The other day we were requested to say 
that "it is unnecessary to assail and annoy the 
members of the Board of Earolment with 
questions about exemption, as nothing of tne 
kind can receive their attention until after the 
draft.” It appears from this that the enrolling 
officers do not work by any general rale, for 
in New York they have again earnestly in- 
cited persons who are enrolled and are exempt 
fiom the draf{ to apply at the offices in their 
respective districts and have their names 
stricken from the lists. Surgeons aro always 
on hand to examine applicants for exemption 
on the score of physical disability. Cases are 
not uncommon where persons who would 
have been exempted for that reason had they 
enbmitted to an examination have gone to 
the expense of procuring substitutes, and it is 
urged that aliens, persons under twenty or 
over forty- five years of age, and those who are 
physically disqualified from serving, owe it as 
a duty to the city and an act of common hu- 
manity to have their names erased, and to 
that extent lighten the burden of conscription 
for those who are liable to it. We must con- 
fess that we like the New York plan the best, 
which earnestly reiterates an invitation to all 
exempts to have their names stricken from 
the list, and is always prepared to examine 
those who are physically disqualified, and does 
not regard it as an assault or annoyance to 
have questions abont exemption propounded 
before the draft takes place. 

The 11th Kentucky cavalry, Colonel 
Holeman, was recruited as a three year regi- 
ment, and we were mistaken in saying its 
term wag but for one year. We also misap- 
prehended the reason for its return to our 
city. Having participated in the Stoneman 
raid, the men were ordered here by General 
Schofield to be remounted and refitted, as 
well as to procure needful rest after their ex- 
hausting duties. The Quartermaster’s De- 
partment is actively engaged in enppljipg all 
the necessary articles to give the regiment its 
original effectiveness, and, when the work is 
completed, Col. Holeman will lead the gal- 
lant 11th to new fields, where its noble boys 
can win fresh laurels to inwreathe around its 
colors.

Guerillas at Hodoensville— The Citi- 
zens Plundered.— On Tuesday morning last, 
at an early hour, a small band of robbers and 
horse-thieves entered the town of Hodgen3- 
ville, Larue county, and paid;their respects to 
the citizens. Mr. B. F. Barba, the postmaster 
of the place, received the first visit. His of- 
fice was broken open, and robbed of money 
and stamps, the property of the Government, 
to the amount of $20. They surrounded the 
house of Jacob Hubbard, broke open the doors, 
invaded the sanctity of the bed-chamber, and 
robbed him of $130 in greenbacks. Joseph 
Hill, the preprietor of the hotel, wr.s seri- 
ously annoyed by the cutthroats. They stole 
from him $200 in greenbacks, two valuablo 
gold watches, worth two hundred dollars 
in specie, clothing to the amount 
of $35, confiscated his bar, gat gloriously 
drunk, and, after demolishing the fixtures, 
mounted their horses, and galloped from the 
town. Learning that Mr Showers, the tax 
collector, was stopping at the house of Wm. 
Bethel, residing in the country, they sur- 
rounded the premises and made the collector 
a prisoner.

Washington, August 27. 

The following official despatches irom Gen- 
erals Grant, Meade, aad Hancock have been 

received: 

To General Humphries: 

Tho attack about 5:30 P. M. was pxbably 
Intended to ho simultaneous by Wileos on 
my centre aud Heath on my ieic. Tno eno/ny 
iormed in the woods, placed their artillery, 
snd opened a heavy cannonade, lasting fifteen 
minutes, a: d. thus aesanltcd, Sliiea’s toioo ro- 
tisted tenaciously, but tho enemy broke Iris 
ieft. Some of Gibbon's troop3 were hurried 
i ver to rer iir the damecr-, an-' the c-e-ny 
only gained a slight foothold. They soon at- 
tempted my eitrcmo ieft, aad drove Gibboa’s 
division from his iine. His men had been 
mnch wearied in rushing over to Gen. Milos 

id back curing the repeated assaults on him. 
Gen. Gibbon succeeded ia forming strong 
;.n:-s, but the enemy, LoweTer, prt9siug on 
wi’fc cnthu'iatin.weri) cbecnal <y dlsiuoaated 
cavalry under Gregg, which hehandiel hand- 
somely. 

4lii:s regained his retrenchments, the enemy 
being held in check by arfiiiery, dismounted 
i valry, tod skirmishers. At dark we with- 
drew for reasons stated. The Ohief of Artil- 
lery reports that he lest about 2,500 horses. 

The enemy made no advance up to a lats 
hour last night, bolding, as far as could ba 
teen, some of onr captured guns with their 
skirmish linee. Tbey most have suffered se- 
verely. My own Ices, including the cavalry, 
does tot exceed twelve or fifteen hnodred. 

p , as tbe command is no 
reorganiz d. Captain Brownson, of my staff, 
w a murtUly wounded, dying during the 
niyht. Ooi. Walker, A. A G., is missing. 

Tbieisueknosledged to have been oneofthe 
most determined and desnerate fights of the 
war, and resembling Soottsylvania ia ebar- 
nctcr, though the numbers engaged give less 
import to it. A few more good troops would 
have given a victory of considerable import- 
ance. 

I forward this morning prisoners from the 
field from Wilcox’s and Heath’s divisions. 
Msj. Angell of my stuff saw and conversed 
with two prisoners of Mabone’s division last 
night. I could EOt find them this A. it 
iUhore'B division, with tbe exception of one 
brigade, was there.

The folio* ing has just been received: 

SzcoNn Cows, 12:30 P. M., Aug. 26. 

A safepuaid was left on the battle field, and 
remained till after daylight this morning. At 
that time the enemy bad ail disappeared, leav- 
ing their dead on the field unburied. Tnis 
shows how severely they were punished, and, 
doubtless, hearing of tho arrival of reinforce- 
ments, they feared the resists of to-day if 
they remained.

The following has just been received: 

Second abmt Cobps, August 26, 1 P. M. 

To Lieut.- Oen Grant: 

Since sending my last despatch I have con- 
versed with the safeznnrd referred to. They 
did not leave the fit-id till after sunrise. At 
tbat time nearly all the enemy had left, mov- 
ing toward Petersburg. He says they aoa - 
doDed not only their dead, but wounded also. 
He conversed with an officer, who said their 
losses were greater than ever before the war. 
The safeguard says he was over the field, 
which was covered with the enemy’s dead 
ard wounded. He has scan a great mtny 
battle-fields, but never saw such a sight. 
Nearly all of ihe enemy’s and all our wound- 
ed were brought off, but our dead were un- 
buritd. I have instructed Gregg to make 
an t ffort to send a party to the field and bury 
ours. G- G. MElDE. Major-General. 

Chicago, August 29 

The crowd attracted by the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention is already groat, aad will 
be swelled to immense proportions if one half 
of the members reported to be on their way 
here come in. Although the hotel accommo- 
dations of the city are extensive, it has been 
found ctcessary to resort to the principal res- 
idences for the accommodation of numberless 
parties arriving as late as last night. Num- 
bers of perrons were turned away from pri- 
vate houses and the hotels because there was 
no place left to put them. The ourride dele- 
gations have made arrangements to cams out. 
Ail the delegates to the Convention are now 
here 

Tte car.vaes on Presidential candidates 
grows lively. But two names are prom neatly 
mentioned— Gen. McClellan and Horatio Sey- 
mour. The latter, however, says that be is 
not and will not be a candidate. Hi 3 name is 
being used by a gentleman of prominence of 
his own and several Western States, and by 
Fernando Wood, who is reported to say that 
Governor Seymour will be more acceptable 
to those he represents than McO.eiiac 

This, nevertheless, is denied by delegates 
from both Eastern and Western States, who 
claim to be consistent and earnest peace men 
McClellan appears to have a large majority of 
the delegates in the West ns well as in the 
East. The friends of McClellan expect his 
nomination as early as the first or second 
formal ballot. The Ohio deiegadoa is re- 
ported to be about equally dividod in its 
choice. The disagreement between the con- 
testent Kentucky delegations has not been 
adjusted, and will probably go to the Conven- 
tion for a decision. The New York delega- 
tion held their first meeting this P. M. Mc- 
Clellan undoubtedly has a majority among 
them. The Ccnstitatioual Union men are 
now organizing their mass convention. The 
oiject of this convention seems to b3 to re- 
• commend rather than to nominate McClellan 
to the Democratic Convention. New York, 
Nrw Jereey, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa, and Minnesota, 
with two or three of the New England S-ates 
are claimed as certain for McClellan. Same 
of these Hte tee do not vote us a unit. 

New Yoke, August 27. 

Gold dull end decidedly weak. The peace 
rumors aff-ret the demand, though they are, 
perbapa, nowhere less credited than at the 
gold rooms. The demand is limited, while 
tbe supply is reinforced to fall extent of de- 
mand by the gold coupons received from the 
Sub-Tieasury in payment of oupons. These 
influences produced a decline of 2X up to 
neon, and it is thought tbat lower prices 
will bn touched next week. Opening at 253, 
at 2 P. M. it was quoted at 250K, with a 
downward tendency. 

The Commercial’s Washington special 
says: Gen. Hancock reports the I 033 of two 
batteries; other accounts say fourteen gnna 
we re .captured. Captain Sleeper, of the 10 h 
M«6acbusetts battery, was Captured after he 
was wounded, and 16 of his mea and 14 horses 
were killid.

St. L-tis, August 27. 

The first train over the Atiant c aad Great 
Western Ruilroec, the new broad gurge route 
between New York and St. Louis, con’sin- 
iug the cfficielH of the road and isvited guests, 
arrived this mnming, being fnnrty-four hours 
from New York. The road will be open to the 
public about the first of October. 

Advices from the West say seven mea of the 
7tb Iowa cavalry, en route for Fort Ellsworth 
with despatches, were attacked by upwards 
2C0 Indians. Four of them were killed. 

A large body of Indians are reported be- 
tween Smoky Hill and Saiina river. 

New Yoek, Aug. 27. 

In retaliation for the cruel usage of our sol- 
diers by the rebels, all the prisoners in LaFay- 
ette are not allowed any luxury whatever. 

Bermuda datee of the 13th mention the ar- 
rival of fonr steamers from Wilmington with 
an aggregate of nearly 3,000 bales of cotton. 

The steamer North Star, from Aspinwall on 
the 18th, arrived to-day. Among the passen- 
gers are ex-Gov. Bigier, of California, and A. 
B. Boyd, Panama. An attempted revolution 
n Equador bad been suppressed. 

A Nassau letter of the 20th stales that the 
steamer Fox had arrived* from Charleston, 
having thrown overboard 130 biles of cotton. 

The new pirate, Electric Spark, was off 
Nassau on the 2d, and was cruising off the 
island. 

The bark Albertina from Vera Cruz oa the 
10th, reports that the French blockade of 
Mexican ports was raised on the 7th. 

Washington, August 27. 

It is unofficially stated that at the time of 
the attack on Hancock he was engaged in the 
work of destruction on tha Weldon railroad. 
His men being scattered in detachmehts along 
the line, the rebels were able to do some dam- 
age before onr forces could be collected. Then 
the rebels made a capture of Bume guns, it is 
said, by the aid of their sharpshooters con- 
cealed in the corn, who shot horses and men 
and then made for the guns, dragging them 
within their lines; but it is doubtful if they 
got any off. the field. The3a batteries, as or- 
ganized, consist of only four gnna to the hnn- 
eyed men. Gen. Barlow’s division, oi the 2d 
corps, is raid to have lost considerably in 
prisoners at the time Gcu Hill made his first 
onset.

I . vft.a finally recommended 
to the Democrat Convention the nomination 
ot Gen. McClellan, and Gov. Wm. B. Otrnp- 
beil, of TV n. Speeches in harmony with 
tnese resolutions was made by Guthrie and 
Ooomts and others. 

The Convention adjourned to meet at mats 
meeting in the Coutt house tnis evening 
The mass meeting to-night was very large 
boisterously acd enthusiastic. The number 
present is estimated at from 25,000 to 30,000— 
much larger than the Kepubir oan d- mou-t a 
tion here tour years ago. 

Two meetings were formed to accommo- 
date the vast crowd. - 

The Court-house was gaviy decorated with 
McClellan flags nnd Chinese lanterns. 

Among tho speakers were James, of Ohio, 
Ex- Governor Weiler, of California, aad Reed 
of Kentucky— the remarlfB of the latter being 
remarkable for fierceness in denunciation of 
the administration. It was near midnight be- 
fore the last meeting broke np, and the large 
crowd dispersed. 

Many tumors ere dotting about to-night. 
One is that the New York delegation is now 
in sttaion; that is doubtful that the Ohio dele- 
gation wrii bolt if McClellan is nominated; 
tbat Ktntucky will bolt il Guthrie is recog- 
nized; that Lincoln has signified a willing- 
ness to withdraw, and that Sprague will be 
his successor. Tnese cannot be relied on, 
however, although they create much excite- 
ment. 

Cairo, August 26. 

The steamers Continental and Leviathan, 
from New Orleans the 20ih instant, have ar- 
rived. 

Col. Dwight, Commissioner of Exchange, 
corrects the statement published in New Or- 
leans papers eoucerning the exchange of pris- 
oners.

Hill’s en- 
tire corps, and were compelled to tall back, 
which they did gradually, disputing every 
inch of ground, and fighting for most of the 
distance hand to hand. At 4 o’clock the fight 
was still progresting, but our men had gained 
a onto position, and movements were being 
made calculatrd to put the enemy on a retro- 
grade. In turn it is reported we lost three 
battei ies, including Sleeper's celebrated mass 
battery, tbe Captain of which was wounded, 
but who most gallantly kept the field until 
the afternoon, when he became weak from 
lets of blood, and is reported captured. It is 
also reported that we recaptured the guas 
taken by the rebels iu tho afternoon of the 
s me day. 

New York, Aug. 27. 

Tbe Herald’s correspondent with AvetiU’s 
cavalry, uader date of the 26th, confirms the 
reported Safe arrival of Gen. Cnstar within 
onr lines. He also says that the ene- 
my shelled a small force that Averill had 
on the north side of the Potomac, opposite 
Shapnrietown Ford this morning, a portion 
of Gen. Averill’8 command engaged the en- 
emy at Williamsport.

Gen. Sheridan, ia a despaten dated the 27 h 
at 2:30 P. M., reports thatthe enemy left his 
fie-ui last night, falling back to Smitnfield or 
Middleway. We captured 101 prisoners yes- 
terday, aed inflicted a loss ot 150 killed and 
wounded. There have been a tow feints to 
cross the river by cavalry at Williamsport, 
bat there was no strength shown. The indi- 
cations to-day are that the rebels will fall 
back out of the Valley. Other reports are 
tbat the enemy is leaving the Valley.

Cairo, August 27. 

The Union men of Ballard county, Ken- 
tucky, gave a barbecue yesterday, and over 
t 000 people were present. General Meredith, 
commandant of tbe past at Cairo, addressed 
the assembly, er d urged tireto to take a deci- 
ded s and for the Union. His remarks were 
will received. 

Resolutions were adopted in favor of sup- 
pressing the rebellion, and famishing men 
an d means lor th it parp .-BO. Ths meeting was 
veiy enthuriaetic. 

It is believed that Bullard county will give 
a majority (or the Union candidates at the 
coming election. Similar meetings are to be 
held in other counties of Kentucky and Mis- 
souri oontiguous to Cairo. 

A marked change is taking place in the sen- 
timents of tbe people in this section, mainly 
attributed to the recent determined course of 
tbe military authorities. 

The steamer McGill, which left New Or- 
leans on the 223, has arrived at Memphis. 

Tte steamer Lancaster was fired into fif- 
teen miles below Natchez on the 18th by a 
battery ot artillery. Three shots struck the 
boat, but nobody was hurt. The battery was 
supported by 500 cavalry. Gen. Bray man, 
ccm maading at N atchez, seat a force in pur- 
suit. 

The steamers Cheek and Atlantic, reported 
captured by the rebels up the Yazoo river, 
arrived eetely at Vicksburg with goad cargoes 
of cotton. 

A large number of rebel prisoners arrived 
at Vicksburg, captnrod recently fifteen miles 
back of Milli ken’s Bend.

a rettery last Thursday when we made a sim- 
ilar encounter. 

enemy had broken and ran, 
which they did in great disorder, some of 
them tn rowing down their aims to expedate 
escape, Col. Lowell, of the 224 Ma svehuaette, 
dathtd on with his regiment of cavalry, and 
charging ac oss the oren field, killed and 
wipuaded quite a number, besides taking 69 
prisoners Among them is one Lieutenant- 
Colonel and five other officers of lesser grade. 

As soon 83 the enemy had retired under the 
co-er of his artillery, and in close proximity 
to his earthworks, which extend across the 
Charleston Railroad, their battery opened on 
ocr lice with great fury, thundering away 
rapidly wifh no effect whatever. Shota were 
fired at random, aud most of the shells fall 
short, or exploded over the heads of onr men. 
Col. WellB, hnving obtained the information 
desired, and accomplished the objects of the 
rtccsnoisaance, quietly withdrew his com- 
mand, taking ofl his killed and wounded, 
which will not exceed 100. 

After onr men had been recalled, the enemy 
continued to shell us with their battery, and 
were replied toby battery B of the 5th United 
States artillery, commaaded by Oapt. Dupont. 
The artillery duel lasted half an hour when, 
the enemy’s battery fell back. 

Chicago, Augnst 23. 

Among the resolutions adopted at the mass 
convention at Bryan Hall yesterday afternoon, 
over which Hon. A. Kendall presided, was 
one recommending to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention the nomination of Gen. 
McClellan as the most suitable candidate for 
the Presidency and ex-Gov.

This 
reEOlation was immediately seconded by Hon. 
James Guthrie and Leslie Combs, of Ken- 
tucky; Hod. J. Haskins, of New York, and 
Representative Rollins, of Missouri, aud the 
resolution was unanimously adopted, and the 
convention adjourned. 

SECOND DESPATCH. 

Chicago, August 28. 

The various delegations to the National 
Democratic Convention are now fall, the few 
vacancies existing yesterday having been 
filled by a selection of snbstitntea. No ap- 
parent changes have occurred in the views of 
tbe different delegations as to the most availa- 
ble candidates, with the exception that Mc- 
Clellan seemB to gain strength with the New 
England delegates. The session of the New 
York delegation last evening wa9 prolonged 
till after midnight, but, although McClellan 
was in the majority, no definite conclusion 
was arrived at, and it was finally agreed to 
take a decisive vote at 9 o’clock to morrow 
morning. Governor Seymour continues to 
hold the position that he is not a candidate. 
This led many to declare for McClellan who 
bail held Seymoar as first choice. Many out- 
siders from New York, howevef, say Seymour 
has no right to deny bis friends the privilege 
of using his name. 

At least 25,000 strangers are in the city to 
attend the convention. The wigwam in 
which tbe National Democratic Convention 
will be held, is crowded with visitors. Tue 
building erected for that special purpose is 
capable ot accommodating 15,000 persons. It 
ia well lighted and ventilated, neatly decora- 
ted, and beautifully situated ou the shores of 
Lake Michigan. The delegates to the conven- 
tion will occupy the platform io the centre, 
which is capable of seating several hundred. 

Chicago, August 28. 

Very little chaDge in the expected pro- 
gr mice of to-morrow has occurred daring 
to-day. In the afternoon tnere was a meeting 
oi tho anti- McClellan delegates for consulta- 
tion , and after a compromise of views, It was 
ouLd ttat representatives from 15 or 16 dif- 
ferent States preferred Seymour to McCle'lan, 
ft ver ng hisnc mtnauon by way of a compro- 
mise between the peace men and war Demo- 
cia s; most of t l em, however, are members of 
delcRarionB that are required to vote os a unit. 

Governor Sej mourtuia afternoon posi Lively 
declines to prrmit hi) name to be used, end 
nc body else is now talked of for president of 
the convention. The positive withdrawal of 
Srymcur’s name encourages the hope that 
McClellan will receive a lwo-thirds vote on 
the first er second ballot. 

A letter written by Fillmore to H r im 
Ketehum, in which he expresses the hops that 
McClellan will receive the nomination, is 
published in the Times. 

The New York delegation were in session 
to-night, and, efter a free in t recti singe of opin- 
ions, it was virtually resolved to cast the 
vote of the S' ate for McClellan. The final 
vote of the delegation will be taken to-mor- 
row. 

St. Louis, Angnat 28. 
The bakery of Thornes Miller, in tbe north- 
ern part of tbe city, and five dwellings ad- 
joining was bureed yesterday. Loss $25,000; 
insurance $12,000. 

A report prevailed last night that the rebel 
Gen. Shelby, with six thousand men, was 
atout seventy miles below Iron Mountain 
railroad, but the military authorities have not 
been able to verify it. 

The Vicksburg Herald of tho 16th has an 
account of a mutiny of a part ot the 221 Illi- 
nois cavalry on the steamer Olive Branch, 
which was only quelled by prompt action. 
Tbe commander of the gunbaat Beaton ar- 
rested six of the mutineers and placed them 
in irons on tbs Benton. The remainder was 
disarmed and sent up tbe river under a strong 
guard. Tbe cause of the mutiny is not etated. 

The Democratic Congressional Convention 
at Cairo yesterday nominated W. J. Allen as 
elector. Resolutions were adopted pledging 
support to the Chicago nominee. Mr. Allen 
made a speech in tavor of peace and union aa 
against war and abolition. 

A report from Duvall’s Bluff. Ark , says, 
hat Shelby and Marmaduko made an attack 
ou Pine Bluff, and that reinforcements had 
e-etu sent to the latter place from Little Rock, 
but nothing definite is known. 

New York, August 28. 
The Herald’s Chicago special states that 
Gen. Sprague arrived Friday night with an 
official document from Mr. Lincoln of with- 
drawal as a candidate for re-electiou, aud un- 
derstood that Sprague aud others has gone to 
Joliet; it is to agree on a candidate to present 
to tbe new Republican Convention, and that 
Minister Adams, now in Eogland, will be the 
man. 

The meeting of the peace party on Saturday 

wee a fizzle. 

The morning papers have nothing addi- 
tional about Thursday’s battle. 

A Hagerstown despatch to the Herald dated 
26th, says that the enemy attemptad to cross 
tbe river at Williamsport and other places, 
but were prevented by our forces. 

A dispatch from cavalry headquarters, Sat- 
urday night, states tbat no rebels have yet 
crossed the river. 

Ail is quiet at Harper’s Ferry. 

A despatch to the Herald dated the 27th, 
says that a carefnl reconnaissance that morn- 
iig developed the fact tbat the rebels had 
wi’hdiawn from our front daring the nigh*. 
Onr cavalry pushed on and occupied Charles- 
town without meeting the enemy. 

Cincinnati, August 23. 
Major- General Beintzleman issued orders 
tc-cay, prohibiting express, railroad, or other 
forwarding companies from forwarding or de- 
livering fire aims, powder, or ammunition of 
any kind within the States of Indiana Illinois, 
Mich , and Ohio, for the next 60 days, Iwithout 
a permit from headquarters; also prohibiting 
dealers in these articles from selling the same 
within this time. Military commanders and 
-provost marehats within the Northern De- 
partment are required to see this order execu- 
ted, and seize all such articles as may be clan- 
destinely sold. 

In the accident on the Indianapolis and Oin- 
einflati Railroad to day about thirty persons 
were wounded — one or two probably fatally. 
The train consisted cf three passenger and one 
baggage car. A tornado struck the train in 
a tunnel-shaped ravine, and with such force 
as to lift the cars from the track. Two pas- 
senger cars made two complete revolutions 
and landed with the wheels uppermost. In 
the same vicinity stone walls were levelled, 
and massive roots of large alone houses were 
lifted from the walls and carried some dis- 
luiice. 

Washington, August 28. 

A letter from the Army of the Potomac, 
dated yesterday, savs a portion of the line of 
the Weldon railroad was recaptured by the 
rebels on Thursday, and extends from Reams 
about three miles north. The road bad, how- 
ever, been previously entirely destroyed, and 
cannot be of any use to the enemy, while we 
continue to hold the portion on the north. 

AU was quiet at last accounts, with the ex- 
ception of occasional picket-firing. Both par- 
ties were engaged in barying the dead and 
caring for the wounded. 

A letter received here to day from the Up- 
per Potomac says the rebel cavalry force was 
last seen at Cherry Rnn, eleven miles west of 
Hageretown, on tne 26:h, moving from the 
latter place to Hancock, a distance of four 
miles, on the night of that day. The sbelftng 
o! Williamsport by the enemy from the oppo- 
site side of tse river, oa Friday, did no in- 
jury to any individuals, and but three houses 
were irjufed.

GANDLEE’S ANKUITT; 

Some men are born to greatne»a, tom 

achieve it, others bare it thrust upon them. 
The case was otherwise as regards tha great- 
ness of Gaudier. Gaudier purchased his great- 
ness, and got it at a bargain. A century ago 
Gandlcr sold tripe at Tottlewn. Ho sold good 
tripe, and consequently was a famous man in 
his line and time. But Gandler aspired to 
fame after death — to an immortal name in tho 
ear of succeeding generations of Tottletonians. 
Tripe was not calculated to giro it him. Pos- 
terity would not be likely to remember that 
their anccstros bought good tripe at the shop 
of Gandler. But still the tripe seller of Tot- 
tleton was resolved that tho name 0 * Gandler 
should bo handed down to generations yet un- 
born. This is how Gandler did it. H ' made 
a will and died. The making of the will was 
a deliberate affair; but not so the dying part 
of the business. Gandler did not intend to die 
when he did; bat ho could not holp himself. 
In the full vigor of his manhood he fell a vic- 
tim to hard-boiled eggs. They opened Gaud- 
ier and declared hatil boiled eggs to be the 
cause, and then th.’j opened the will, and found 
that the eminent tripe-seller of Tottletou, sot- 
ting aside hid relatives, had left all his worldly 
wealth to be applied to the purposes of charity. 
The reward of conscientious tripe-selling had 
not been great, for tho whole of Gandler’s 
worldly wealth amounted to no more than two 
hundred pounds. In his will he directed that 
this sum should be placed out at interest; and 
that the annual proceeds should form an an- 
nuity to be granted by the votes of the house- 
holders of Tottleton to destitute but deserving 
old men of that parish. It was especially di- 
rected that tho benevolence should be called 
“Gandler 's Annuity.’’ 

I was first brought to a knowledge of tho 
name and fame of Gandler about two years 
ago, when I went out to take np my abode at 
Tottleton. Tottleton is a pretty place in the 
merry month of July; and tha chestnut add 
laburnum trcea which line both sides of the 
broad white road which constitHtee Tottleton's 
only street, are most beautiful to see, especial- 
ly when they are in full bloom. But there 
was another beautiful feature of Tottleton, 
which seemed to do it infinitely more credit — 
its alms-houses. It appeared to me tint the 
private bouses bore no sort of adequate propor- 
tion to them, and that the only houses which 
did were the public homo*. Thoway in which 
these two institutions were regularly alternated 
on both sides of tha road for more than a mile, 
suggested that one was tho cause of the other. 
It seemed as if the public houses had brought 
tho whole neighborhood to poverty, and con- 
signed the entire population to dependence. 
The mural inscriptions which met the eye told 
of but two things— strong drink, and old men 
and worn' n of the parish come to grief The 
Cock and Bottle appeared to bo responsible for 
seven poor old men; the Nag’s Head for nine 
poor old women; and the Bell for fourteen or- 
phan girls. There was, however, a striking 
disproportion between tho size of tho public- 
houses, and that of the alms-houses. The lat- 
ter were so small and compact, and with a 
largo inscription on the front of them, so like a 
neat parcel, that they might have been brought 
down from somewhere by tho carrier. Possi- 
bly they might have beenjeft at the Cock and 
Bottle till called for. 

Well, iftbesins of Tottleton had been mul- 
titudinous, Charity had done her best to cover 
them. 

I bad mentally pointed this moral, when 
Mr. Gubbins, running oat from the Swan, ad- 
dressed mo. Perhaps A should state that I 
had honored the Swan with my patronage, as 
regards the family mild ale. 

“Beg your pardon, sir; but 1 11 take it mi a 
favor if you will give your voto for Parsley. ” 

I ventured to inquire who Parsley was, and 
what he was standing for. Was it the borough, 
the country, or simply the vestry T 

No; Parsley did not aspire so high. Ho 
was merely a candidate for Gandler’s Annuity. 

Parsley’s qualification was all right. Ho 
was seventy- five years of age, a native of the 
parish, had paid rates and taxes for over forty 
years, was eaten np with the rheumatics, was 
past work, bore an excellent character, and 
hadn’t a penny in the world. Gandier’s An- 
nuity, amounting to £9 14s. 7d., would make 
him happy and comfortable for the remainder 
of his days. The statement of Parsley's nu- 
merous merits in the way of age, destitution, 
and incapacity, was not to be resisted, and I 
think I shoald have cried “Parsley forever 1” 
on the spot, only it occurred to me, ’consider- 
ing Parsley’s age, that it wouldn’t be much 
use. However, I promised to make an appear- 
ance on the following evening, and vote for 
Parsley. 

When at the appointed time I turned out 
into the village, and came in sight of tl» 
Swan's swinging sign, I could see that some- 
thing was creating a great sensation. It was 
the election for Gandler’s Annuity. Could 
Gandler have looked np from his grave, ho 
would have had no regrets on the score of 
hard-boiled eggs. That fatal indigestion had 
awoke to a glorious immortality. The hon- 
ored name of Gandler was in every month. 
The boys shouted it in triumph; the grown up 
people murmured it in grateful admiration; 
and in the bow window of the Swan it was in- 
scribed in large letters, hind side foremost, in 
' the innocent idea that an inscription designed 
to be read from t in inside, could be easily de- 
ciphered from tho out. 

On mingling with the little crowd that had 
collected round the horseblock under the 
Swan’s swinging sign, I found the merits of 
the candidates being d'scusmd with great ani- 
mation. I say candidates; for I now learned 
for the first time that Parsley was not the only 
one. There was another, and his name was 
Barro w field. Would I vote for Barrowfield ? 

According to the representa’ions of his 
friends at the horseblock, Barrowfield was 
aged, indigent, and afflicted to an unprece- 
dented extent. One bold partisan ventured 
upon the assertion that Barrowfield had been 
present at the coronation of George the Third. 
Another declared that, however that might be, 
he could testify from his own knowledge that 
Barrowfield had been pmsent at the artillery 
practice last week, and that he had n it even 
winked when they let off the six-hundred 
pounder. This was adduced in evidence of the 
profound and stony character of Barrowfield's 
deafness It is mentioned as further support- 
ing Barrowfield’s claim to the bounty of tha 
immor al Gandler, that even if he were elected 
and were provided with victuals for the rest of 
his life, it would not be of much advantage to 
him, as be hadn’t a tooth left in his head. It 
was also stated incidentally that in the course 
of his long career Barrowfield had received 
fractures (mostly compound) of almost every 
bone in his body ; bad lost two wives, three 
cows, and a donkey; and had had his gray 
hairs brought to tho very verge of the grave by 
the misconduct of a large family of sons and 
daughters, who, according to the popuiar ac- 
count, had fallen in and marched quick step to 
the bad, in a deliberate and organized man- 
ner. 

Hearing of the overwhelming merits of Bar- 
rowfield, I felt that Mr. Gubbins had not dealt 
fairly with me. Why had he artfully thrown 
the voil of silence over the candidature of Bar- 
rowfield, snd unduly enlisted my sympathies 
on behalf of Parsley ? Entering the bar I da. 
manded of Mr Gubbins why he had done this 
thing. The explanation was this : For five- 

and thirty years regular, Parseley had “used” 
the Swan; whereas Barrowfield had “used” the 
Plough. Besides, if I would only take Mr. 
Gubbins’s word for it, Barrowfield, as regards 
■ge, infirmity, and destitution, was a fool to 
Parsley. Would I como and look at Parsley, 
and judge for myself ? 

Certainly. 

Whereupon Mr. Gubbins led the way to the 
parlor, threw open the door, and pointed to a 
little old man sittmg smiling in an imbecile 
manner, in an arm chair three sizes too large 
for him.

Fmding that the 
boys were g-tting too much to the front as 
they always do on occasions of popular excite- 
Blent, Mr. Nobbs rushed in among them, and 
whisked them away like fl-es from a sugar 
cask; the Btmr cask on this occasion being 
Barrowfield. A'ter walking around Barrow- 
held and euryejing him a’ all points. Mr. 
Hobbs seemed to be satisfied tha» his candidate 
was fully up to the mark. Saddm'v, howevr, 
he perceived that the candidate held somethin r 
grasped ; ightly i n hi, right hand. 

In the hearing of Mrs. Donovan, from the 



eoal and potatoe depot, Mr. Nobbs wondered 
what Barrowfield had got there. 

“Oh, nothin’ at all,” said the lady, “only 
a penny I gave the poor old aonl in ease he 
shouldn’t get tho Annuity. ’ 

Mr. Nobbs was furious. He turned fiercely 
upon Mrs. Donovan and demanded to know if 
she wished to ruin the old man ; and then 
rushing np to Barrowfi id, whispered in his ea*: 
“Hide it; put it away ; if they see you with 
so much mcnev about you they’ll go aud voto 
fnr Parsley.” Barrowfield not being able to 
find his pocket, Mr. Nobbs took passassion of 
his penny and hid it for him. Mr. Gubbins 
came out to announce that the hour appointed 
for tho election was app-oiching; Mr. Nobbs 
had better bring his candidate In-doors. 

This was easier said than done ; for Barrow 
field, when he sat down on thehirceblo’k, h»d, 
as regards his personal properties and effects 
(including his two walking-sticks, his hat, h's 
pocket handkerchief, and his spectacles), fa'l n 
to pieces like a ruin. Mr. Nobbs proceeded, 
nn architectural principles, t« reconstruct him. 
lie put,.* stick into each hand, placed the 
Fpectaci?!! on his nose (subsequently to wiping 
that organ with tha pocket handkerchief), and 
finally roofed him in with his hat Tho com- 
pletion of tho edifice was hailed with loud ap- 
plause, which howerer proved to be prematura, 
for at that moment Barrowfield suddenly miss- 
ing his penny, made a spasmodic effort to 
search for it in his waist-coat pockot, and im- 
mediately fell to pieces again. 

The hopeless tone in which Mr. Nobbs said 
“there now!” clearly indicated that he was 
coming round t» the conviction that it was 
high time Barrowfield were condemned and 
disposed of in lots. Mr. Nobbs, however, 
though a butcher, was a philosopher; and, con- 
soling himself with the reflection that Rome w»« 
not built in a day, he proceeded to reconstruct 
Barrowfield on an improved plan.

Although pledged to Parsley — which, un- 
der a sense of Barrowfield’s superior qualifica- 
tions, I was beginning to regret — I ventured 
to say that Barrowfield seemed a worthy object. 

“A worthy object 1” said Mr. Nobbs ; “I 
should just think he was an object. L»ok at 
him 1 He’s as old as Methuselah, as poor ai 
Job, and as weak as — as’’ — failing another 
scriptural illustration, Mr. Nobbs fell back 
upon — “a rat.” 

As if to bear out Mr. Nobbs's words, a blue- 
bottle which had been buzzing about for some 
time settled upon Barrowfield’s nom, causing 
him to let go his hold upon his right hand 
walking stick, tho immediate result of which 
was that the edifice which had been so care- 
fully erected assumed the attitude of the tower 
of Pisa. Barrowfield would have assuredly 
become a total wreck, had not Mr. Nobbs 
promptly rudied to the rescue and shored 
him up. 

Mr. Gubbins, who had hitherto bsen occu- 
pied in serving his customers, here protested 
against the attempts of Mr. Nobbs to influ- 
ence the electors in an unfair manner in favor 
of his own man.

After some high words it was agreed that 
Barrowfield should be set down on the chair 
in the parlor beside Parsley, and that the elec- 
tors should go in and judge for tkemsalves. 
Mr. Nobbs accordingly removed Barrowfield 
to tho parlor, and placing him in a chair op- 
posite Parsley, furnished him with a glass of 
gin and water to keep his spirits np. Mr. 
Gubbins, not to be outdone in that respect, im- 
mediately provided Parsley with a glass of hot 
rum, which was a liquor a cut above gin at any 
rate. The two “objects” were now left alone 
together; and on the motion of Mr. Gubbins, 
who, though a philanthropist, was also a man 
of business, the electors returned to the bar to 
fortify themselves with refreshment previous 
to entering upon their arduous and invidious 
duties. Under the influence of refreshment 
Mr. Nobbs, though still maintaining tho supe- 
rior fitness and propriety of Barrowfield, was 
so far reduced to an impartial and" unbiased 
frame of mind as to be willing to talk over 
the relative merits of the candidates quietly. 

Well; they were both poor men; no one 
could deny that. No one did deny that. Aud 
they were bo-.h old men. 

The opinion was unanimous that they were 
at least not young. 

Parsley was old; so was Barrowfield; one 
might be a little older than the other; but that 
was not the point. 

Wasn't it, though? Mr. Nobbs would like 
to know what was the point, then. 

Mr. Gubbins said, “Infirmity." 

Mr. Nobbs would feel obliged by Mr. Gub- 
bins expla'ning himself. 

Mr. Gabbins explained. Both the objects 
were poor; both were old. In that respect 
there was six of one and half-a-dozen of tho 
other; but the question was, which was the 
least capable, in consequence of Infirmity, 
of doing something for hiiself — that was the 
point. 

On reflection, Mr. Nobbs was willing to ad- 
mit that that was the point. The e.ectors 
generally coincided in the same view. 

But how was the relative infirmity of the 
two “objects” to be tested? 

Our efforts at accommodation had here 
come to a dead lock, when we were suddenly 
6tartlcd by a great noise proceeding from the 
parlor. Mr. Nobbs jumped over thi bar, and 
rnshed into tho room, followed by the whole 
body, of electors; and there we discovered 
Parsley and BarromA.-ld still sitting in their 
chairs, but engaged in mortal combat; prod- 
ding at each othor with their walking-sticks, 
like two knights in a tournament. 

M'. Gubbins made a rush at Parsley, and 
said, “Ah! would you?” At tha same mo- 
ment Mr. Nobbs pounced upon Barrowfield, 
and said, “What are you up to?” accompa- 
nying the question with an admonitory slap. 

An elector was struck with a brilliant idea. 
‘‘Don’t part ’em; let ’em fight it out; and 
then we'll see which is the best man.” 

The proposal met with general approval; 
and the interference being suspended. Parsley 
and Barrowfield resumed the tournament; but 
being out of reach of each other, the only 
effect was a clashing of sticks. Eventually, 
however, by a great effort, Parsley made a 
lunge forward, and hitting the stick by which 
Barrowfield was shored up, knocked it from 
beneath him, and laid the edifice once more 
in ruins. 

A cheer was immediately given for the victo- 
rious Parsley. Tho question was settled now. 
Parsley had proved the best man 

Mr. Nobbs made an attempt to resist this

.pipe in the bar-parlor, it began to occur to 
them that the conclusion they had come to 
was not exactly tho right one. Perceiving 
that this was a mental step in the right direc- 
tion,! endeavored to state the problem in a 
mathematical manner, and to show that the 
conclusion was wrong, because it had been 
drawn from false premises. 

Mathematics and logic, however, did not 
achieve the triumph I expected; and the bear- 
ings of the question were not clearly perceived 
until Mr. Nobbs put it in this way: 

“When two donk-ys is matched to run a 
race, the rule of the course is — ‘The hindmost 
wins.’” 

When this law of the donkey race-course 
had been elaborately expounded in its rela- 
tion to tho peculiar disqualtfica’ions of Pars- 
ley and Barrowfield, the fog which had hung 
about the intellectual faculties of the electors 
gradually cleared off, and eventually admit- 
ted the clear light of conviction that they had 
given their Totes for the wrong maa. It was 
Mr. Nobbs who remarked, by way of a toast, 
“What’s done can t be undone.” 

To which Mr. Gubbins replied, by way of 
sentiment, “Better lack next time.” 

Meanwhilo Par.Iqv has been gathered to his 
fathers, and' Barrowfield is a candidate with- 
out opposition for Gandler's Annuity.

r Correspondence of the New York Observer^ 
Drouths and tub Causes. — What has 
been our experience this year there is too much 
reason to apprehend will recur hereafter. 
W ithin the memory of the present generation 
these prolonged drouths were not common; 
now they are becoming the rule. In many of 
the Southern S’atcs, where they have more hot 
weather, rain occurs more uniformly. There 
is for this a reason within easy explanation. 
Tha excessive dry weather of tho Northern 
States is mainly a’ tributablo to the destruction 
of onr forests. While wvod was cheap and 
there were no railroads to consume it, enough 
ot the area of the country was covered with 
woodland to insure the recurrence of wet 
weather at s- asonable intervals. But now whole 
square miles have been denuded, the owners of 
the soil imagining that coal would answer 
their pnrooie as well as wood, and that thq 
s«le ot the latter would yield a desirable profit. 
They find out too lata that with the extirpation 
of the woods the ground is less fertile; whde 
the frequent drouths are beginning to threat- 
en famine at no distant period. Tho State 
that should begin tho enterprise of providing 
again -t this evil would display a sagacity not 
equalled by any government in the world. 
The subject is within tha grasp of scientific re- 
search, and deserves early and careful attention. 
It is owing to ignoranca and neglect that coun- 
tries once the granaries of the world have be- 
come sterile aud hardly able to sustain their 
own population. — .V. T. Evening Post. 

I havo cut the above article from tha very 
respectable paper in which it appeared to show 
that a newspaper of high authority in many 
things can be very poor authority in others. 
The fallacies of the writer of the above article 
are opposed and disproved by the experience of 
every man of mature ago as well as the 
weather chronology of our a un'.ry since its 
settlement. , , 

There have been series or cycles of years in 
which extensive and long-continued drontbs 
prevailed over wide districts of the United 
States, more than in others. There have been 
other series or cycles of years in which exces- 
sively wet Beasons have occurred. Again, the 
seasons have continued with alternate moisture 
and sunshine during the growing season for 
successive years of abundant production, with 
little variation of character throughout tha 
country, whether wooded or open, plain or 
mountainous. It is true that in certain locali- 
ties of not a hundred miles in diameter, where 
different and very considerable altitudes and 
depreesions prevail over the surface, the higher 
grounds are abundantly nurtured by the pass- 
ing rains, while the plains or valleys contigu- 
ous are dry, and suffer by drouth, and. per- 
haps, as a rule, the hills or mountainous re- 
gion receive mare rain daring the summer 
than the plains or valleys. But thate inequal- 
ities are controlled more by the course of the 
winds and tho elevation of the rain clouds for 
the time than by any regular change or ten- 
dency of the earth to attract the rains by the 
fact of its being covered jyith a grawth of wood 
a hundred fuel high, or to repel them from its 
absence. 

The destruction of onr forests ean have 
nothing to do with tho falling of rain or its 
absence. An examination of the history of 
our early settlements, when the whole surface 
of the country was forested, will show that 
execsswe drouths havo occasionally occurred 
from the earliest dates, when but a small por- 
tion of the forests had been cleared. It is true 
that the streams have become drier during the 
long hot summers than formerly. A very 
natural reason exists for that in charing up 
the land, drying the Bwamps, and clearing oat 
the streams for a more rapid passing off of tho 
waters in the spring. For the same reason our 
spring floods may be higher than of old, as the 
former obstacles to tho passage of the molting 
snows and heavy rains are absent. 

Another proof that the wooded surfaces of 
the conn r ry can have but little if any effect 
of preventing drouih is that our prairie States, 
as a rule, are no more liable to excessive 
drouth than they. Illinois, Iowa, parts of 
Wise; min, Missouri, and portions of several 
other States, hundreds of miles in extent, havo 
always been bare of wood, yet they do not suf- 
fer for rain, on the average, more than tha 
mountain and other wooded surfaces. Tho 
consumption of wood by the railroads has 
nothing at all to do with tho matter, and it is 
simply a question of agricultural economy 
with the farmer, or landholder, whether he 
shall cfat off his wood or not, as rendering his 
soil more or less productive in the growth of 
wood or cultivated crops. Our Evening 
Post writer says: “Toe S ate that should be- 

gin the enterprise of providing against this evil 
(catling off the woods) would display a sagacity 
not equalled by any government in the world!” 
In my opinion, the State which should com- 
mence such an act of tomfoolery would very 
soon get sick of its bargain, even if it had the 
power to earry it out against the consent or in- 
terests of its landholders. If the subject be 
“within tho grasp of scientific research,” let 
the facts be discovered and demonstrated, and 
then it will be time to practise. A merely 
plausible theory, resting on no other hypothe- 
sis than a prurient imagination, and a total 
ignoring of all past experience, is hardly worth 
the attention of thoughtful men. 

Does the writer forget that in the summer 
of 1852, only twelve years ago, a more dis- 
tressing and longer drought prevailed oyer 
Northern, Eastern, and Southern New York, 
and a great part of New England, than has 
existed the present summer? Such is the fact, 
and all those regions of country are well 
wooded — perhaps half its surface — while West- 
ern New York, with its surface mostly open to 
cultivation, as well as the regions for hundreds 
of miles west of it, were blessed with timely 
rains and abundant crops. And partially so 
the present year. Although the whole country 
has suffered by some drouth, the prairie 
States have had far more rain than tho>e east 
of them. Any number of theories havo been 
started for getting up rain in dry times since 
my boyhood, but I have known none of them 
to work. “The wind blows where it listeth," 
under the great laws of the universe, and rain 
fails in its own good time and manner, as 
regardless of man and his puny efforts as of 
the insects that burrow beneath his feet. -

Thb Drouth and Crops. — The greatest 
drouth ever known in this part of the State, 
so early in the season, and continuing two 
months with unabated severity, has come to 
an end. On the first day of August, the win- 
dows of heave* were opened, and the rains 
have been falling almost constantly, for near- 
ly three days, until both man and boast re- 
joice with joy unspeakable, giving thanks to 
God. Vegetation smiles, and acquires new 
vigor, life, and beauty. For several weeks, 
fires have been burning in different directions, 
causing great alarm, doing much damage, 
and often filling the air with smoke, so that it 
was difficult to breathe. It has been a time 
of great anxiety and distress, whon mm's 
hearts failed them; but the spell is broken! 
Friends meet, congra’ulate each other, and 
express their gratitude to the Giver of all 
good. In the counties of Onondaga, Oswago, 
and Cayuga, winter wheat is good, barley 
fair, grass light, oats lighter, and tobacco 
lightest. Much of tho best land has been ap- 
propriated to tobacco; but notwithstanding 
constant watering and nursing, it has hitherto 
steadily refused to “go ahead.” Tobacco 
growers are in the dumps; and it is to bo 
feared, or rather it is to be hoped, that all 
their labors will end in smoke Land enough, 
tho very best and richest, has been devoted to 
this plant, to feed the inhabitants of those 
counties for a long time, if it had been used 
fer some good purpose. Is it right for Chris- 
tians to grow hops and tobacco for market? 
Corn is very light, except in this town; pota- 
toes have been very unpromising, but will 
doubtless come forward rapidly uader the in- 
fluence of the heavy rains. 

On the 14th day of April last, as I was re- 
moving stones from one of my meadows, I 
was surprised to find the ground covered with 
insects full of activity and life. I drove in 
their pickets, surrounded them, captured sev- 
eral, and found that they were real grass- 
hoppers, varying in size from an atom to half 
an inch in length. Soon after, the weather 
became very cold, the ground was frozen very 
hard, so that it was believed that these hop- 
pers came to an untimely and inglorious end. 
Donbtless such was the fact; but another gen- 
eration has succeeded, more numerous and 
destructive than the first, spreading conster- 
nation among the farmers, and threatening to 
consume whatever the drouth may havo left. 
In some places the ground is literally covered 
with them; and they move at your approach, 
like a cloud of locusts, in numbers sufficient 
to devour everything before them. It is amus- 
ing to see several men driving them from the 
tobacco fields as you would flocks of birds (they 
love the weed)! and, what is singular, they 
are very unequally distribuetd, and are not 
to be found in towns adj icont to this, at least 
not in a southern direction.
